His Majesty is still sore over the 
Ahlwardt affair, and is intensely irritated be- 
cause of the article in the Vorwaerts. It is 
reported that the prosecution of that paper is 
im pending. 

Austrian Gold Loan, 

The issue of the Austriau gold loan in Jan- 
vary will be followed by the issue of the Ger- 
man imperial loan in February. The con- 
current issue of the Bulgarian loan and the 
Berlin municipal loan causes the bourse 
operators to look forward to a good time.

CANADIAN DUTY ON SUGAR IS REMOVED. 


Discrimination Against the United States 
Is Thus Done Away With. 

Orrawa, Ont., Dec., 31.—A proclamation 
was issued today removing the duty on sugar 
and molasses coming into Canada by indirect 
importation. The duty on sugar was 5 per 
cent ad valorem and on molasses 23% cents 
per gallon. These duties discriminated against 
the United States, no discrimination being 
made against other gountries. Their removal 
is an evidence of the friendiy feeling of Can- 
ada toward the United States. 

Mackenzie Rowell, speaking of the report 
from Washington that President Harrison had 
decided to strike a last blow at Canada by 
abolishing the bondi privileges now en- 
joyed by Canadian ads, said that the 
threat had come so often that Canadians were 
prepared for it.. There was no disputing the 
fact, he said. that the abolition of such privi- 
leges would bea seriou’ blow to Canadian 
trade; but unless Canadg would submit will- 
ingly to a one-sided arrangement the blow 
would operate both ways, .

C. H. Unver- 
zagt, Treasurer of the bank, declares that the 
allegations made in the complaint are lies, 
the result. of personal malice towards him, 
and that the officials have seen fit to test a 
mooted question of law by 5 him. 
Deputy Attorney-General William J. Lardner 
obtained from Judge Lawrence of — Su- 
preme Court today an order directing the 
bank to show cause next Thursday why a re- 
ceiver should not be appointed to wind up its 
affairs. The application was based un a com- 
plaint and an affidavit of Charles Preston, 
Superintendent of the bank. The Security 
Mutual Bank was organized two years ago 
under the act tor the incorporation of build- 
ing, mutual loan, and accumula fund as- 
sociations. Bank Examiner A. J. Whitton in- 
spected the books of the concern Nov. 10 and 
reported that the entire receipts had been 
812,857, out of which $3,666 had been with- 
drawn or paid as dividends. One thousand 
three hundred and five dollars was due. to 
shareholders, $6,525 had been paid for salaries 
and commissions, and $1,080 spent for fur-

Would thé silver men be willing to com- 
protnise on $3,000,000 a month? 

No, sir; 1 don’t think they would, The 
Sherman act is working our way. We have 
got the other side on the hip. It is iheredsing 
the cirenlation of the country four and a half 
millions a month, and that is what the banks 
don’t want done. It is the increase of the 
money of the country that is at the bottom of 
the complaints of the banks. I believe next 
session will ses the Sherman law repealed. 
You see, there are 128 Republicans in the next 
House. Nearly all of them will vote for its 
repeal. The whole Republican press, you 
notice, is calling for its repeal. I can put my 
finger on seventy or eighty Democrats in the 
next House whio will vote the same way. I 
believe President Cleveland will insist on its 
repeal even before any tariff legislation is ac- 
complished, and there will be weak-kneed 
Democrats who will fall in line.”’

Senator Chandler More than Ever Con- 
vinced Immigration Must Be Suspended, 
Wasnixoetox, D. C., Dec, 31.—Senator 

Chandler, Chairman of the Senate Com- 

mittee on Immigration, has returned 

from New York in company with Senator 

Harris, the Chairman of the Committee of 

Epidemie Diseases, Surgeon-General Wy- 

man of the Marine Hospital Service, and Dr. 

Hamilton, who established Camp Low last 

fall by direction of the Treasury Department. 

They have been making a most careful exam- 

ination of the preparations which have been 

mad in New York and its vicinity to repe 
the cholera. Senator Chandler said: | 
* With what is to be done in the next month 

or two it appears that @othing will 22 to 
be accomplished in the way of preparation to 
keep out or treat cholera. But I want to say, 
nevertheless, that, with cholera now exists 
in France and in Hamburg, 8 
urge the immediate promulgation by 
the Treasury Department of sanitary regu- 
lations and warn all State and city 
authorities to get ready. for the 
choléra. I believe that safety can be found 
only in the suspension of immigration and 
the stoppage of steerage transportati 

When all possible preparations otherwise 

have been made they should be supplemented 

by the passage of a suspension act. The two 
quarantine bills now pending in the Senate 
and House will undoubtedly be pushed the 
first week in January, with the Suspension 
bill alongside, and I shail work for the pas- 
sage of the latter until March 4 if necessary.“ 

Senator Harris did not care to express him- 

self on the results of his visit to New York. 
“There are no results,“ he said. I am not 
in favor of Senator Chandler’s bill absolutely 
ore immigration for one year, and I 
shall vote against it and take great pleasure 
This question of 
is a tremendous one, 
and the uestion of sanitation is 
only one ‘of a thousand considerations 
affecting it. It should now be considered 
with reference to sanitation alone, as the pro- 
visions of Senator Chandler’s ironclad prohi- 
bition bill seem to show that he so regards it. 
If my bill becomes law, then Senator Chand- 
ler's bill cannot be enacted, for my measure 
also provides for suspension by the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation m the event of great 
danger to this country from epidemic dis- 
eases. :

seins to me that the government should at 
once stop its single-handed contest at main- 
taining the silver market of the world. It 
must guarantee the integrity of every dollar 
that has been issued. These must be no 
dollar with the imprint of the United States 
Government that is not worth as much as any 
other dollar which this government has is- 
sued, ‘There is circulation enough, for the 
present at least, and the stoppage of the 
monthly purchases by the, government of 
silver bullion would be followed by no evil 
effects arismg from a too seanty supply of 
currency. 

There are two ways in which the govern- 
ment may accomplish this purpose of an- 
nouncing to the world the integrity of every 
dollar it has issued. It may immediately re- 
peal the Sherman Silver act, which provides 
for tis monthly purchases of silver bullion, 
and then maintain the parity of ail the out- 
standing currency. No one for an instant 
doubts the power of the government to easily 
maintain the parity of one dollar with another 
for all currency that is outstandmę. Such a 
repeal of the Sherman law, andsuch an under- 
standing as to the position of the outstanding 
currency would be one way to moet the de- 
mands of the present situation. 

“* Another way would be for the government 
to announce to the nations of the world that 
the parity of its currency issues will be main- 
tained, but definite action or changes in 
legislation are to be postponed until we are 
fully informed as to the result of the Brusseis 
conference. That would give vonfidence to 
the world regard ing our intentions, and that is 
all that is needed. 

“A 4 per cent American railroad goid- 
bearing bond, if the security is good, will sell 
in London today at 110 to 116. If the ele- 
ment of silver depreciation were entirely done 
away with other securities would sell quite as 
well, the eredit~bei the same, as do gold 
bonds. There would be no alarm about the 
flow of gold one way or the other if we did 
not think that when gold moved in one ditec- 
tion it perhaps was not going to flow back 
again, but was to be caught by some one and 
held there. The difficulties of our currency 
system will baseftled when the absolute parity 
of all kinds of currency issues is assured.”’

invited seems to bare beep what wor d 
naturally be expected—namely: That tae 
United States had adopted a policy of pur- 
chasing silver until a large amount had been 
accumulated and then concluded that 
perhaps a mistake had been made and 
in that case had invited other nations to come 
in and help carry the burden. | 

“It is my belief, however, that the discus- 
sion bas brought the nations of Europe to a 
much better understanding of the situation 
and that in the long run good will be accom- 
plished, The silver question can never be set- 
tled till settled right. This conflict 18 as irre- 
pressible as was the slavery question. In 
to talk to bankers and capitalists about silver 
is much like talking to slaveholders in the 
South before the war abeut the evils of slav- 
ery, which was a useless r because 
they had property interests m siaves and 
thought their pockets would be affected. 

Bearing of Gold on the Problem, 

“The root of the whole matter is in the 
scarcity and increased value of gold at the 
present time. Few realize that the world’s 
production of gold since 1851 has remained 
stationary whereas the needs of the United 
States alone for new money in the wonderful 
development of the country, in my judgment, 
have increased at least $60,000,000, I hoticed 
in Tae Ion of thie morning the follow- 
ing in an interview with Mr. Nebeker, Treas- 
urer of the United States, concerning the use 
of gold in the arts: 

„This latter use of gold is quite a factor in the 
coinage question, for the use of gold for watch 
cases cad jeweiry ofall kinds is constantly in- 
creasing, and for the calendar year of 1891, the last 
for which figares are available, the value the 
gold used for industrial purposes is estimated by 
the Director of the Mint at $19,700,000. This is 
considerably more than one-half the product of 
the mines of the country for the me period, the 
total product being $33,175,000, use of gold 
for industrial purposes is increasing all over the 
world, and taking into considera the large 
amounts used in countries producing little, if 
any, of the metal, it leaves a meager pro 
of the annual eutput of the mines to be devoted 
to increasing the volume of money in the world. 
There is, however, a steady though slight increase 
in the amount of gold produced from year to 
year, both im the United States and in the 
world at large, and there is reason to believe 
with the opening of pew fields and the improve- 
ments in the methods of mining and handling 
ores there will be still larger increases in the near 
futare. 

„While he takes this view it is „„ 
to note that an eminent authority, Edu 
Suess of Vienna, in a recent work of his on 
„% The Future of Silver” takes the view that 
the world’s supply of gold is not only not be- 
ing increased but that the stock is actually be- 
ing diminished by the use of gold in the arts. 


Views of a European Financier. 


‘‘The learned professor foresees a falling off 
in the production of gold which will lead to 
such a condition of things that the production 
of the yellow metal will not keep with 
consum ption, and that the world will have to 
reject, as a standard of value, a metal the 
supply of which is msafficient. Ihe discovery 
of extensive gold fields in South Africa has 
not changed Prof. Suess’ opinions. He an- 
ticipates the rehabilitation of silver, believing 
that it will be taken . the standard of value, 
bemg the only metal fitted to discharge the 
office of a measure of valu.s. Although, with 
gold, due to 
causes, and includmg its greatly 
auginented use in the arta, the 2 
between gold and silver increases yearly, this 
result is due largely to the disappearance of 
gold from the world's stock of coinage. The

"| KITCHEN GARDEN ASSOCIATION'S WORK. 


Increasing Attendance and a Prosperous 
Financial Condition Shown, 

The annual report of the Chicago Kitchen 
Garden Association for 189091 has been is- 
sued ig a neat pamphlet containing the re- 
ports of the Secretary, Treasurer, Finance 
com mittee, by-laws, names of members, 
and other similar information. The Secre- 
tary’s report defines the purpose of the so- 
ciesy—that of establishing and support- 
ing schools where clidren of the 
poor can receive instruction in 
housework and simple cooking. 
Girls over 10 years of age are admitted to the 
classes. Pupils begin with the kitchen gar- 
den and are next promoted to practice with 
real ‘rooms and real furniture, and finally 
when they are proficient in kitchen garden 
work are placed in the cooking garden, where 
they are taught simple cooking and every day 
economies. The association was started in 
1883. They now work in a room in the Hu- 
ron street school after school hours, having 
besides two. other schools on Clybourn 
avenue and Wentworth avenue. At 
the Wentworth avenue school the 
regular attendance has been sixty-seven chil- 
dren in the kitchen garden department and 
thirty-six in the cooking garden. At the Cly- 
bourn avenue school three kitchen garden

IT IS DECLARED TO BE LEGAL. 


Milk Shippers’ Association Not an Unlaw- 
ful Trust—Other Court News. 

The legality of the Chicago Milk Shippers’ 
Association was passed upon yesterday by the 
Appellate Court, and the decision of the court 
below that it was an tinlawful trust was re- 
versed, Charles C. Ford became a member 
of the association, and as such received milk 
amounting:itt value to $433.80. He gave notes 
for the amount, and when they became due 
declined to pay them. The association 
began suit, and Ford made the de 
fense that the. association was acting 
contrary t the act of 1891, entitled 
„An act to provide for the punishment of 
persons, copartnerships, or corporations form- 
ing pools, trusts, and combines.” It was 
further contended that the stockholders en- 
tered into a combination with the association 
to regulate the price of milk. 

Judge Tuthill of the Circuit Court held that 
the by-laws of the association showed that there 
was a combination to regulate the price of 
milk and that it was in violation of the act of 
1891. He refused to enter a judgment for the 
association. Passing upon the act of 1891 for 
the first time the Appefiate Court said: 

It must be kept in mind that the corporation 
appellant, innate below. It is the legal entity 
which the law For the purpose of this 
case the stockho — have no existence. If tne 
corporation is an abuse in itself the State may 
cali upon it to defend itself in direct proceedings. 
It, as a corporation, having a legal existence, sep- 
arate from all others, has combined with nobody, 
and therefore has not violated the act of 1891. The 
proper construction of the act does not prohibit 
the conduct of corporations or copartnerships in 


accordance with the opinion of a majority o 1—

Mason, then manager in Chicago 
of the Etna Life Insurance company, pub- 
hshed a cireular containing an abbreviated 
statement of the Appellate Court report, and, 
beeause of its circuiation, Paul claimed his 
business was injured. The court below in- 
structed the jury that if they believed that the 
contents of the circular were not true then the 
jury roust find the defendant guilty and assess 
‘*the”’ damages, not exceeding $2500, the 
amount claimed in the — As a 
consequence the jury awarded Paul $1, 500 
damages. In reversing the judgment the Ap- 
pellate Court says:

Jules Beauvais Tells an Interesting Story 
in Spokane, Wash, 

From Spokane, Wash., comes the story that 
Tascott is in Alaska. Jules Beauvais, a miner, 
is in Spokane, havmg come from Slocum 
country, where he is developing mining prop- 
erty. Last summer he was, prospecting in 
Alaska. He declatres that in Sitka, Juneau, 
and other places he saw and conversed with 
William B. Tascott, who is accused of the 
murder of A. J, Snell. 

„1 knew him jn Chicago,” said Mr. 
Beauvais, und cannot possibly be 
nvistaken. He has changed very little 
in appearance, only he is slightly more 
rugged and shows — — of dissipation.”’ 

Mr. Beauvais said further that Tascott has 
been in Alaska nearly ail the time since the 
murder and makes no pretense of concealing 
his identity. 0 made a little money at 
times prospecting and dabbling in mining 
properties, but last summer he was hard up 
and drinking heavily. Mr. Beauvais gave 
him money on several occasions. Tascott 
told him, he says, that the mystery of the 
murder would one day be cledredup. He 
dislikes to talk about the murder, but when 
questioned on the subject answers without 
hesitation, though he quickly changes the con- 
versation. 

Mr. Beauvais will return to the Slocum 
country by the next steamer and early in the 
1 will return to Alaska. 

Stone said last night that he took no 
stock in the story. He did not know Beauvais, 
and would not be disposed to pay any atten- 
tion to him unless he could prove that he 
knew Tascott by sight. 

Sergt. Cudmore of the detective force, when 
told of Beauvais’ story, said: 

„We have not received any word from the 
police of Spokane. It seems to me that 
if Beauvais had really seen Tascott he 
would have reported the matter to the police 
as soon as he arrived in Spokane, especially as 
the reward for the supposed murderer is 80 
large. If the police there had seen Beauvais 
and considered his story reliable I think we 
would have received a telegram. We have not 
given Tascott communications much attea- 
tion recently.“

FEES FOR REGISTERED MAIL MATTER. 


A Reduction of Two Cents to Go into Ef- 
fect After Jan. 3. 


There will be a reduction of the registration 
fee for all kinds of mail matter after Jan. 3. 
The fee will be reduced from ten to eight 
cents for each piece, and in consequence 
thereof an enormous increase in the volume 
of registered matter is anticipated. Superin- 
tendent Howard of the Registry Division, in 
speaking of the change, said: 

Ido not believe there is any public de- 
mand. for this reduction in the registration 
fee. The immediate result of it will be 
an enormous increase in the business of 
the department without means to pay 
the enlarged expenses. Our business has in- 
creased 80 per cent during the year, ana it 1s 
easy to see that in order to keep up to the 
present receipts the business must present 20 
per cent increase above the present 80 per 
cent increase, and that will make the business 
of this division 100 per cent larger than it was 
a year ago, but it will not increase the force 
proportionately, and this is the difficulty. 2

Churches Throughout the World Wo Cel- 
ebrate a Week of Special Services, 

Today begins the week of prayer which has 
been regularly held, not merely in America, 
but in Europe, since 1876, at which time the 
Kvangelical Alliance, at a conference in New 
York, inaugurated the custom of devoting the 
first week of the year to special religious ex- 
ercises. The Evangelical Alliance is 
a collective name used to designate 
an association of Christians who are 
members of the so-called Evangelical sects, 
Its object is to inculcate and maintain a 
unity of faith in the churches in-the most es- 
sential articies of religious belief. It was or- 
ganized in Great Britain in 1845 with a mem- 
bership of 216 persons, representing twenty 
religious societies. 

A branch of the alliance was organized in 
New York Jan. 30, 1867, and Protestant Epis- 
copal, German Reformed, Methodist Episcopal, 
Presbyterian, Reformed, and Baptist Church 
people heartily lent their support to the work. 
A special feature of the movement is the hold- 
ing of conferences for the purpose of praise- 
giving and mutual assistance, in spiritual life 
and 1 revive religious interest throughout tne 
world.

Cuban Rarrps, {a., Dec. 31.—“System fed- 
eration’? was agreed upon hy representatives of 
organized railroad employés in conference in 
this city today. The term is used in contra- 
distin to natignal federation, and means 
that members of the various orders on any 
one system of road will be left to decide for 
themselves whether or not they will unite and 
such union will be binding upon them alone. 
It has taken three days of continuous dis- 
cussion for delegates to reach this commen 
ground, and several times an agreement was 
thought impossible. The point causing 
most discussion was whether it would 
be made imperative for «il orders on any 
one system to join, or whether two or more 
should be allowed to federate. It was finally 
decided that any of two organizations on a 
system may make a federation, leaving others 
to join or not, as they see fit, Such federation 
will be binding only on its members. Conserva- 
tive members of the conference feel that they 
have gained a point, and wherever the plan.is 
adopted it willserve asacheck against ill- 
advised strikes or hasty action of any sort. 

Under the new plan, when the members of 
any organization have a grievance against their 
road, their grievance committee must first 
do all in sheir power to settle it. When they 
fail the executive head of the order must be 
called in and do his best to eect a settlement. 
Not until both of these have failed can the 
‘executive heads cf all organizations in the 
federation be called upon and they must be 
unanimous before a strike can be ordered but 
when ordered all must go out. ‘lhe organiza- 
tion requires no new officers. 

1 orders interested are: Conductors, 
switchmen, firemen, trainmen, and telegraph- 
ers. AS engineers voted at their last 
convention for a federation with the same 
pridtiplea™ it is thought they. may 
eventually come in.

The vast extent of Russia's possessions is 
not realized on this continent. This may be 
attributed to the fact that all your views 
come through English newspapers, which 
color the reports to suit their intern ational pol- 
icy. For instance, you read recently of Rus- 
Bian persecution of Jews, These were 
sent forth to the world by Euglish journals, a 
majority of which are owned and controlled by 
Jews. They gave their side of the story,embel- 
lished in a manner calculated to bring cen- 
sure upon the Russian Governinent. The 


truth of the matter is illustrated in the ex- 


igencies now confronting the American peo- 
pit. You have your colored population and 
the influx of Chinese to this country. 
One race, despite its freedom, for which 
you fought’ years ago, is not on an equality 
with your cultured white population ; the other 
has been excluded from your country by act of 
Congress. This same condition of affairs is 
before the Russian people. We have found in 
our midst an undesirable element threatening 
to destroy the commercial prosperity ot our 
people, and our measures of relief, though 
less harsh than those taken by America 
toward the Chinese, have been censured 
throughout the world. 

“ The points I have gained by a close ob- 
servation of the great Amerivan railway sys- 
tem will be invaluable to the Russian govern- 
ment in its construction of the railway from 
the Ural Mountains to Siberia. This road 
which has been under construction for a year 
will be the longest line in the world. Start- 
ing from the eastern border of Russia in the 
Ural Mountains it passes into Siberia and for 
10,000 miles runs 2 country similar to 

our Western, dese until it reaches 
N aladivostock’ on the Siberian coast. Siberia

The Russian’ Government now owns three- 
eighths of all the railways in the empire, and 
within seven years our whole railway system 
will be owned and sontrelielt by the govern- 
ment. The Siberian road will be completed 
in about eight years, when it will be used in 
the transportation of prisoners sent to Siberia 
and the present methods of travel wil be 
abolished. 
Americans have superficial ideas regard- 
ing the prison regulations of Siberia. 
We are not more severe than your own prison 
regulations. A man who swindles or forges 
the name of his employer is banished to Sibe- 
ria, the maximum sentence being twenty-five 
years. He is taken east of the Ural Mountains 
into Siberia and told that he must remain 
there. He can pursue his business if he has 
any, and is his own free agent, but he must 
not cross the frontier into Russia under pen- 
alty of death. Is this not mild in comparison 
to being confined twenty-five yearsin an Amer- 
ican prison? A murderer is taken to the 
mines near Valadivostock and compelled 
to work there for twenty-five years. 
If he survives he is a free man. 
In this country he is hanged, which is much 
more severe. Russia does not h criminals 
unless they take up arms against govern- 
ment. Political criminais receive little 
mercy, especially Anarchists. who seek the life 
of the Czar.“ : 


A. L. Spawn of Melbdirne, Australia, said 
at the Palmer House yesterday:

Importaut Services Rendered to Electrical 
Science by the Physician. 

So mych has been said in the way of un- 
favorable comment regarding Dr. Cornelius 
Herz that the following which appeared im the 
Electrical Review uf New York Dec. 31 will 
not be without interest: 

The subject of this brief sketch, Dr. Cornelius 
Herz, an ican who has been instrumental in 
furthering the introduction of electric light, ana 
who has been foremost in many projects concern- 
ing electrical enterprises in Europe, was born in 
Besangon, France, about forty-six years ago, of 
German parentage. When quite a young man he 
came to this country, studied medicine, received 
a degree, and practiced as a doctor in New York 
city. After a successful practice of several years 
in this city he went to California, where he be- 
came interested in electrical matters. In France 
he had studied with Dr. Soulage, and had become 
a successful specialist in diseases of the mind. 
While in New York he married an estimable lady 
and later returned to Paris. Upon the advent of 
the one he was instrumental in introducing 
it into France and acquired a considerable fort- 
une from his connection with it. . 

In 1880 he conceived the brilliantidea of hav-

One Of Dr. Herz's greatest services to electrical 
science was the founding of the electrical journal 
La Lumiere Electrique, one of the ablest and 
most scieutific of the foreign electrical journals. 
His sagacity and editorial ability were proved 
dur.ng the electrical exposition by the appear- 
ance in his journal of a series of m cently 
illustrated articles written for him by the cele- 
brated Count du Moncel and a large and able 
corps of brilliant scientists. These articles were 
the feature of the exposition, as may be judged 
from the fact that one whole number from title 
page to finis was exclusively devoted to the Edi- 
son exhibit. Another whole number was given 
up to Deprez in a classic article on the Trans- 
mission of Forte to a Distance,” and on his 
“ characteristic of the dynamo machine. Sub- 
sequentiy the great experiments by Deprez on the 
transmission of several hundred horse-power 
over a great distance were conducted under 
Herz s guidance. These celebrated experiments 
gere the foundation of many others, which real- 
ized a fortune for Dr. Herz. This accumulated 
wealth he has used liberally. as numerous Ameri- 
cans can testify who have visited Paris in connec- 
tion with electrical matters. 

Dr. Herz is not only devoted to electrical sci- 
encé, literature, and industry, but he is well 
known for his great taste in the arts of music and 
painting. His immensely valuable collection of 
modern masters in his magnificent residence in 
Paris has been ehjoyed by many who have been 
fortunate enough to be received is hospitable 
home. The influence that he has with those 
high in many circles of life has shown him to be 
a man of great ambitions and indomitable en- 
ergy. The introduction of the electric light and 
the numerous applications of electricity, as exhib- 
ited in the French Exposition of 1880, would not 
have been as successful as they. were had the 
manufacturers and inventors, who occupied space 
in the Palais de l'Industrie. not been represented 
by competent and progressive men. Dr. Cornelius 
Herz did a great deal at that time to further all 
interests represented, and their following suc- 
cesses are due in a great measure to him. Dr. 
Herz has had conferred upon him at various 
stages of his life all the honors which France can 
bestow upon a successful man, and he is now a 
grand officer of the Cordon of the Legion of 


Honor.

Extra Precautions Against Dynamiters. 


The dynamite outrage in Dublin has had the 
natural effect of increasing the police precav- 
tions in force in London, and the most elab- 
orate preparations have been made;

Small Winnings at Monte Carlo. 


For the amusement of the distinguished vis- 
itors the gambling- rooms at Monte Carlo will 
be opened from 11 till a quarter to 12, instead 
of being closed as hitherto at 11, This gives 
tus tables nearly twelve hours a day mstead 
of only eleven, and there has buen a great 
deal of discussion as to the cause of the change. 
After interviewing several officials one comes 
to the conclusion that a falling off in the re- 


ceipts has been the principal reason.

All the hotelkeepers are opposed to this 
change; they have quiet as much difficulty as 
they want to get the gamblers into their rooms 
at a reasonable hour, and this new regulation 
will only aggravate matters.

This extension of the license to gamble will 
ake a difference in the average earnings of 
roulette tables, which have hitherto been 
from £250 to £300 a day, say £25 an hour of 
eight roulette tables. Running from January 
until the end of April this would make a dif- 
ference in receipts of £200 a. day, 
which, continued for 120 days, will 
amount to nearly £25,000, and, count- 
ing the extra profit -at the height of the 
gambling season to equal that of the remain- 
ing eight months, the company would benefit 
£50,000 for the twelve months, exactly the 
amount paid to the Prince aonually for his 
concession.

The Pope Determined to End Divisions 
Which Exist in the Church,

Satolli re- 
lating to the impressions produced in the 
United States by the LN e of 2 
bishops at New York, ati is mu 
surprised at the opposition 8 to 
be manifested against the results of the con- 
ference and the proposals of Mgr.

It 
is affirmed that the Pope and Cardigals Ram- 
polia and Ledochowski have expressed their 
discontent in the matter, and that the Pope 
will shortly take important action concerning 
the agitation in America, with a view to end- 
ing theidivisions which exist in the church.

CONTEST FOR SENATOR IN MICHIGAN. 


The Republicans Will Elect, but the Fight 
Promises to Be Long. 

LawemnG, Mich., Dec. . The struggle de- 
fore the Legislature, which meets Jan. 4, for 
the United States Senatorship soon to become 
vacant by the expiration of Senator Stock- 
bridge’s term is conspicuous for the unknown 
quantities it contains. The Republicans, who 
number 88 in the two Houses, will choose the 
next Senator. They have an overplus of 
strength to accomplish that result, as but 67 
votes are needed to elect, that number being a 
majority of the two Houses on joint ballot. 

Senator Stockbridge is making a strong 
fight for réelection and exprésses himself as 
confident of wining. His strongest oppo- 
nent is Ex- Gov. Cyrus W. Luce, the Farm 
ers“ candidate. Ex-Congressman Jay Hub- 
bell and Congressman Burrows are also com- 
ing to the front as candid and the latest 
to be heard from are Benton Hanchett of Sag- 
inaw and J. J. Woodman of Paw Paw. Not 
one of the candidates can see a sufficient num- 
ber of votes in the caucus to make him a 
probable winner. 

The number of legislators elected without 
pledges is unusually large, and they are not 
swift in declaring their intentions now. Ihe 
usual speculation upon the probability of the 
adherents of either candidate refusmg to enter 
the caucus has been indulged in, and it is 
agreed that the caucus will be held, but there 
is apparently a strong movement on foot to 
— the ballot an open one. Neither of the 
candidates has yet opened A “ane here, 
and will not do so before Jan. 

The struggle is so veiled vith uncertainty 
that no idate can safely count upon more 
than thirty-five votes in the fifss ballot, ad 
no one can predict the final result, but it has 
many of the eleinents of the celebrated Ferry 
fight, when Thomas W. Palmer, now Fre. 
dent of the World’s Fair Commission, was the 
successful dark horse” after a struggle of 
many days.

ING ONE TO BE MADE. 


President Harrison Declines a Bond Propo- 
sition Agreed To by Secretary 
and New York Bankers—He Is 
te an Isgue Unless Demanded by an 
Emergency—The Stock Market Affected 
by His Decision—Bonds Looked For on 
the Basis of an Assured Sale Abroad. 

New Tonx, Dec. 31.—| Special. ]—Although 
holiday activity has been the main feature of 
the week on the Steck Exchange there have 
been some developments of interest and im- 

. That of most consequence has had 
to do with the government’s monetary policy. 
Certain influential Wall street interests have 
been striving very hard to induce the govern- 
ment to bring out a big block of bonds, from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000 worth. Secretary 
Foster unexpectedly came over here and spent 
Christmas day before proceeding to his 
Ohio hothe for the Pncliday vacation, 
and it now leaks out that his chief 
purpose was to have a conferencee with some 
8 n of Wall street as to the ad- 
visability of this is much-mooted bond issue 
scheme. He did follow the example of 
predecessors in a public conference 
with bank Presidents, but instead summoned 
three or four magnates to one of the Fifth 
avenue Clubs, where the whole matter was 
gone over. The Secretary for the first time 
seemed a convert to the idea that the govern- 
ment ought to take some aggressive steps.

Resqlutely and rather tersely he is said to 
have informed Mr. Foster that he saw no 
reason for issumg bonds at this juncture and 
that he did not propose, except in the ex- 
tremest emergency, to permit the issuance of 
any bonds during tho remaining months of his 
administration. 

Stimulates the Bearish Spirit. 

Wall street speculative spirit has been con- 
siderably depressed by this latter intelligence, 
which, there is no doubt, is authoritative, and 
some of the bankers who would have protited 
under the bond issue scheme are disposed to 
disseminate bearish ideas. They do not see 
how a stable money market can be maintained 
and how gold exports can be checked unless 
the government does issue bonds. The Wall 
street idea was that if 350, 000. 000 or $100,000,- 
000. of bonds were put out the pro- 
ceeds should be deposited by the government 
in the New York banks. This of course 
had a good deal of attractiveness in it for the 
banks aforesaid, and it is not unnatural that 
there should be a little unhappiness over the 
discovery that this handsome pile of money is 
not immediately within -reach. ort to in- 
duce President Harrison to issue the bonds is 
not, however, abandoned. Hes still being 
bombarded by some of the most influential 
men of the street. A new scheme has just 
been put before him, and it has the indorse- 
ment of the most important bankers in 
the city. The new plan proposes 
issue of $75,000,000 or $100,000,000 of bonds 
not to be sold here but to be sent abroad and 
‘marketed over there for gold. This proceed- 
ing will result in the bringing here of the 

ions of 82 gold which will be suffi- 
cient, according to s 2 ot the idea, to 
accord our money market ease for a long time 
to come and set at naught further drains by 
foreign interests upon our gold account. 


London Bankers Will Take the Bonds. 


That the bonds can be sold abroad is, of 
course, a matter of ne doubt, but along with 
the proposition which has gone, or will go 
in a day or two, will be attached 
what virtually i is a guarantee that London 
bankers will take the entire issue off hand and 
at a handsome premium. There are some at- 
tractive features about the proposition which 
those Wall street magnates cognizant to the 
pen hope will prove effective at Washington. 

removes the .objecuon which practical 
financiers, have to selling government bonds 
in the open market, in that such a transac- 
tion is merely a transfer of funds from one 
pocket to another, and would have for its 
main result the taking of money now locked 
up m private accounts and tying it 
up in the government’s vaults, and it 
would not go, in the old style, to to “favored ” 
banks. The new scheme proposes to bring 
exclusively foreign gold here in exchange for 
the bonds, and in addition to this feature the 
plan has in its favor the support of some 
banking interests which have never been 
among the crowe of scalpers always anxious 
to make an honest penny out of the govern- 
ment. 

Generally quotations have been strong 
throughout the week. The industrials have 
shown up well and.some of the banks which 
were discriminating against them a week or 
ten days ago are beginning to treat them fa- 
vorably again. As a result Chicago Gas is 

romising to go up to 95 by the middle of 

anuary. Some of the Chicago insiders are, 
however, averse to this little scheme. Anoth- 
er advance in whisky trusts product has been 
determined upon this week and public an- 
nouncement is due anyday. It will be 10 
cents more added to the present price of 
spirits. 

By the by, there is an interesting atory here 
heard in quiet inside circles, which pretends 
toexplain that a big outside distillery on 
completing its organization has found that a 
trifle over 50 per cent of its capital stock is 
owned by representatives of the trust. 

An authority in Vanderbilt circles avers 
that Cornelius and William K. Vanderbilt will 
be more active in stock market affairs during

their father’s death. They will, of coure, be 
on the bull side. 


May Get the Treasury Portfolio. 


Talk is heard in influential circles of a prob- 
ability that President J. Edward Simmons of 
the Fourth National Bank of this city may 
become Mr. Cleveland’s Secretary of the 
Treasu Mr. Simmons has important and 
far-reaching business relations, and in two or 
three consequential ways is identified. with 
Chicago. The choice of such a man for the 
Treasury portfolio would be an overture to

The local flour market attracted little atten- 
tion during the year. Much of the business 
that was done was accomplished on the 
quiet, dealers having to be cautious in their 
trading because of the aggressive course of 
the Northwestern millers. The volume of 
business on the whole was fair, but prices 
have raled | wer in sympathy with the decline 
in wheat. Foreigners bought only moderate- 
ly, having taken so much flour during the ex- 
citemment of the fall months in 1891. High 
prices for offal helped the millers materially 
during the year. 


Spring and Winter Wheat. 


There was a hope on the part of many mem- 
bers of the grain trade that with the early 
months of 1892 there would come a revival of 
the foreign buying, and a recovery from the 
depression marked the close of 1891. Re- 
ports from the Northwest brought sad stories 
of the coudition of the stacked and shocked 
wheat all over the three great wheat-producing 
States, and it was said that millions of busheis 
would never be marketed because of the havoc 
wrought by the late early winter blizzards that 
swept that country. The first blow that the 
trade received came in the shape of the report 
of the Statistician of the Board of Agricul- 
ture, whose final estimates on the wheat crop 
of the previous year was 611,000,000 bu. It 
had been estimated by the local trade that the 
crop might reach 600,000,090 bu, but that 
was considered a wild sort of a 
guess, and the official reports put an end 
to the hopes of a grexat many in the trade. 
The only hope für higher prices now rested on 
the possible reduction of the merchantable 
surpius in the Northwest and damage to the 
fall sown wheat, The winter was not especial- 
ly favorable. There was much mild weather 
and then long spells of decidedly unfavorable 
freezing-thawing, and the lowest temperature 
came when the ground in many places through 
the West was bare of snow. In the Northwest 
the earty closing in of the winter had pre- 
vented the usual fall plowing, and it was 
th t that thie would probably result n a 
largely decreased acreage through the spring 
wheat country. The spring seed was mudded 
in in a great many instances because of the 
fact that there was no time for plowing and 
no chance if there had deen time because 
of the soft fields. Damage reports from 
the winter wheat country were a feature 
during the early spring months but little at- 
tention was paid;to them. Occasional spurts 
of buying on foreign account followed rumors 
of unfavorable conditions abroad, and these 
lent to the local market a temporary strength. 
The diplomatic sparring match with Chile 
gave the market a slight impetus, but this 
the rut. 
Then a prop was knocked from under the 
market. Russia, which was supposed to be 
totally bare of supplies, suddenly raised the 
embargo on the exportation of wheat, and no- 
tified the world that, in spite of the starvation 
within its boundaries, necessitating contribu- 
tions of food from other countries, there was 
still some surplus grain that could be spared 
for a consideration. It took some time for 
the trade to reassure itself and learn that 
Russia really had no grain to spare, but it had 
barely recovered from this when it was again 
startied and this time badly hurt by the anti- 
option agitator and legislation at Washmng- 
ton. The cholera epidemic scare came to cap 
the climax. 


What the Creps Promised. 


Meantime there was more or less interest in 
the reports from the wheat bet. The weather 


| through the summer had developed some 


queer characteristics; thére were periods of 
excessive beat with ne ram or shade at the 
critical tame im the growth of both the winter 
and spring wheat. Reports of all sorts 
poured in on the market and these in- 
cluded estimates that ranged from a predic- 
tion of the shortest crop ever seen to the con- 
fident aseertion that the crops would exceed 
those of the bumper year just passed. While 
the latter prophecy found few believers it was 
apparent from the condition reports of the 
Department of Agriculture that the 
crop would be a larger one than that 
of 189) The trade had approximated a 
total of 520,000,000 be from the monthly 
bulletins of the department and there was a 
good deal of surpmse when the November re- 
port, which usually says nothing of wheat, 
casually observed that the wheat crop would 
be less than 500,000,000 bu. Had there been 
anything like the normal amount of specula- 
tion this announcement would have developed 
a howling ball market, bat as matters were in 
a passive condition with ators generally

a rally in prices. It was generally acknowl- 
edged that farmers had been forced to market 
a larger proportion of their crops in order to 
realize as much as during the season of higher 
prices the year before, and it was believed that 
this had resulted in the reduction of the sur- 
plus usually held back by them. It was esti- 
mated that the visible supply would reach its 
maximum earlier than in previous years and 
that a reaction would set in as soon as the vis- 
ible began to show a reduction. But these 
hopes were not realized. The visible con- 
tinued to pile up until it was close to 80,000, 
000 bu at the end of the year, and the 
financial distutbances in New York added to 
the feeling of uncertainty here. The situation 
affordea an excellent opportunity to the bears, 
winch they were not slow to improve. Conse- 

uently there were declining markets during 
* month of the year, with a mod- 
erate raily the last week. 

Wheat Prices During the Year. 


No. 2 spring wheat regular opened the year 
at 892, touched 90c Jan. 6, but began to de- 
cline immediately after the government re- 
port showimg a crop of 611,000,000 bu. With 
this was coupled the news of large shipments 
from India, Argentina, and other wheat ex- 
porting countries, which tended to depress 
the foreign markets. On top of everything else 
came heavy snows covering the wheat gener- 
ally through the West and insuring the crop. 
On this 84c wad touched Jan. 15. devel- 
opment of an export business later in the 
month sent the price to 8&c Jan. 22, and the 
little war cloud that appeared during the last 
week of the month had something to do with 
the change in feel! But almost the last 
day of the month the Northwest reported that 
its crop would exceed the big estimates of the 
Department of Agriculture and the month 
went out with &86\c paid. Speculatior 
during month was affected by 
therumor that Southern banks had got loaded 
up with high priced cotton and that extensive 
financial troubles were certain to follow. The 
firet week of February saw the price as low as 
Ae on the speculative weakness carried over 
from the previous month, but the speculators 
overdid the thing, and Feb. 6 there was a 
sharp rally, due to damage reports from 
abroad and better buying on foreign account. 
Wheat sold at 89\¢c that day, but on the first 
intimation of possible anti-option legislation 
there was a sharp break to 8c. Crop dam- 
age reports and an unexpected activity on the 
part of foreign howes brought ab“ . A reac- 
tion and higher prices marked ize iat the 
month, It sold at Hie Feb. 19 and deld up 
well for the remainder of the month, going 
out at 800.“ 

Eariy in March there were conflicting in- 
fluences. Reports ef improved crop pros- 
pects in the Southwest caused a break to Ne 
the first day of the month with a reaction to 
Ne tne next day on foreign buying. Then fol- 
lowed the government report, showing large 
supplies in farmers’ hands, more Hatch bill 
talk, foreign financial difficulties and failures, 
and under these influences the price went off 
to oe March A. A little war scare and 
some crop damage reports put it to &2%Xc the 
25th, but it went out of the month easy at 
77 Me. 

An ‘attempt to run Pardridge in durmg the 
early part of April put the speculative mar- 
ket up and caused a corresponding advance 
iu the cash market. Wheat, winch sold as 
low as 76%c the Ist of the month, went to 
S64¢e April 9, but broke back on a bearish 
government report, jouching 79}<c before 

pressure was removed. ‘hen there was 
too much rain through the Southwest and 
West, and there was a rally to 8 
the 22d, but the foreign markets did 
not respond, and under the depressing 
influences of the weather it went 
out at 804¢c. A season of bad weather with 
small deliveries and unfavorable spring work 
reports from the Northwest got the price up 
to Sue May 5, but sunshine later was a potent 
argument with the bears and there was a drop 
to SI& ce. Bad weather and the hopeful news 
from Washington that the Hatch bill might 
be defeated combined to put the price to , e 
later, but when the corn corner that was run 
in May collapsed the last day of the month 
there wasa break in all cereals and wheat 
went out of the month at Se. There 
was some development of strength during 
June on bad reports from the winter 
and spring wheat belts, and Fe was paid 
the ad. A decline started June 6 when Hatch 
succeeded in getting his bill through the 
House while the Republican members were at 
Minneapolis at the convention, and this was 
accelerated by the bearish government report 
showing a much higher condition of winter 
wheat than the: trade had looked for, and 
Sue, the low point ot the month, was touched 
the last day. Liquidation then started was 
continued into July, and the government re- 
pers for this month was also depressing. As 
owas de was paid July 13, but later in the 
month there was something of a recovery on 
reports of damage to winter wheat and un- 
favorable thrashing returns. It sold at Se 
the 19th, but on more Hatch bill talk there 
was a decline and Ne was touched. 

When in August it began to be apparent 
that there might de a postponement of the 

atch bill till the December session there was 
a rally to de, this bemg paid Aug. 8. Then 
came the strike troubles, followed by the first 
talk of cholera, and this was the ruling influ- 
ence to the end of the month, when the dis- 
ease appeared in. New York, and the price of 
wheat dropped to 74e. There was no rally 
in A until frost came. about the mid- 
dle of the month. It sold as low as 72. 
and went out of the month at 74e on the cun- 
flicting reports from the Northwestern wheat 
country. In October the immense ship- 
ments of wheat from the Southwest were 
the features, and the visible supply 
"began to increase in a _£marvelous 
manner. The deliveries were the largest ever 
knowu—much larger than those from the 
banner crop of the previous year, ind specu- 
lative liquidation was the necessary result, 
The lowest price of the crop was touched this 
month. ic It sold under 7Uc during the 
first week of November and then under a fair 
speculative mquiry the market advanced a 
trifle and ruled moderately steady at a slight 
advance.

Con- 
sequent upon the very unfavorable spring and 
early summer for getting the seed into the 
ground there were apprehensions that the 1892 
crop would prove deficient, and more intetest 
was develuped, prices ruling higher. S 
lation, however, was confined largely to local 
talent, with the country taking hold in a 
rather conservative manner. 

While fair in bulk the latest crop proved 
extremely light in weight, and instead of the 
standard of 32 pounds to the measured bushel 
most of the oats were away below that, and 
some careful students of the situation con- 
tended that the crop did not really represent 
more than 400,000,000 bu on the basis of 32 
Ibs. The deficiency was made up in part by 
mixmg with the oats, both here and at country 
elevators, considerable quantities of los- 
grade barley and, to a small extent, poor and 
otherwise unmérchantable wheat. In spite of 
the shortage im the yield operators favoring 
the long side of the market were not always 
successful m securing profits. The most 
important deal of the year was the 
purchase of ai lon line by © Sib- 
ley, which  resul disastrously to 
him. Early in the crop year he bought liber- 
ally for September delivery, and when that 
month arrived got the property. The price 
had gone against him in the meantime, and 
although a part was sold in New York a seri- 
ous loss was not prevented. In buying Sep- 
tember and selling October against the same 
thé month first named was kept at an unusual 
premium much of the time, and with the latar 
autuma and early winter the market was 
heary in tone, Cash oats received fair atten- 
tion, but there were no exports of importance, 
and stocks of mixed oats here and elsewhere 
were burdensome, with the trade preferring 
white, even at a marked premium.

But the summer was prolonged 
in almost a miraculous way, frosts were late 
and less severe than usual, and the crop, while 
materially less than that of the previous year, 
was saved. Iowa suffered the most damage 
from frosts, and the husking returns from all 
over the corn belt later in the year showed 

the crop was far from a good one in qual- 
ity, bat, considtring everything, they felt 
thankful that it was no worse.

7 the talk of unfavorable legislation at 

ashington, and outsiders were generally in- 
clined to let it alone, With local speculators 
it was some of a favorite, however, 
largely from tne fact that it always seemed 
to be promising to be right on the eve of 
some stunning movement. But while there 
were no sensations late in the year the char- 
acter of the husking returns led to the belief 
that there would be a small proportion of con- 
tract grades in the receipts during the winter 
and spring, and that prices generally must do 
better.

The work of the American Commissioner- 
abroad already alluded to attracted consid- 
erable attention im commercial circles, ana 
led to the hope that eventually American corn 
would find a much broader market on the 
other side of the Atlantic.

Dealers in the main reported a satisfactory 
year, with the exception of the closing months, 
when there was some quietude. The New 
York crop was one of the best in years, 60 far 
as quality was concerned, and the production 
showed a fair increase. Pacifie coast hops 
were inferior in quality and deficient in quan- 
tity. Good hops sold here at 20@22c per ib in 
January, up to 300 in March. Receding to 250 
prices remained steady until the lst of Sep- 
tember, the later weeks showing a range of 22 
e for choice New York grown. Local 
dealers handled about 15,000 bales of 200 ibs 
each, at an average of 24c per lb. 
Broom Corn, : 

Price changes were much less violené than 
during the previous year, andthe trade was 
rather uneventful, though measurably satis- 
factory to dealers. The old crop was well out 
of the way when new corn came, and the 
yield of 1892 was rather deficient. Illinois 
sent in the best corn, though Kansas Ne- 
braska produced fair e The broom trade 
was good, and this hel the raw material.

| Hay. 


The growth of the city was so marked that 
most of the hay received during the year went 


for local consumption. Shipping trade was 
light, but the hay market was healthy and 
active withal, and there was a ready outlet for 
everything. Rainy weather in the Northwest 
during the early part of the summer injured 
the quality of timothy hay, while the crop of 
prairie wes rather better than that of the 
previous year. The aggregate yield was 
large, and that portion which came to Chi- 
cago sold at a range of $6.00@15.00, though 
the bulk of transactions was at $9.00(@12.00 
for both timethy and prairie, with thé average 
price about $10.00 per ton. 

Wool, 


Seldom daes a year show a narrower range 
of prices in this staple. Wool merchants were 
favored with a good business; and in the main 
there was a satisfactory movement. On the 
other hand, producers were obliged to accept 
slightiy reduced prices forthe crop. Little 
speculation was developed, and with a steady, 
legitimate consumptive demand a fair margin 
of profi was left for middlemen. Wet and 
cold weather retarded sbearmg, and re- 
ceipts of new wool were light until June, that 
month and the succeeding one,. however, 
bringing in such large quantities that there 


wers some accumulations, though these were 


not serious. Buyers were conservative and 
washed fleeces sold exceptionally low. 
The clip was in fair condition, and quarter- 
bloods were the favorites. Perhaps the most 
encouraging feature is the fact that during the 
last eix months ‘mills have been running full, 
as a rule, and recently the consumption has 
proved unprecedentedly large. Taking medi- 
um unwashed fleeces as a basis the year 
showed the narrow price range of 20@25c. At 
the close local stocks were ‘smaller than in 
many years at this season. Manufacturers 
are purchasing in a careful manner, not 
knowing what changes may de made in tariff 
laws, and the market closes quiet. The aver- 
age — for the year was about 21 per

Hides and Tallow. 


The market for hides has apparentiy settled 
into something of a rut durimg the last few 
years, and the twelve moaths now closed were 
about as uneventful as it were possible to be. 
Prices kept within narrow limits and ruled 
decidedly low. Receipts were moderate but 
not especially large, and there was an absence 
of much speculative interest. From a 
dealers standpoint the year was possibly 
a little more satisfactory than tue 
previous one. Prices were more reg- 
ular, and the low plane induged tanners 
to take hold with -a little more courage, es- 
pecially during the closing months, believing 
that values were near the bottom, and there 
Green salted 
country hides ranged at 4% Ge per lb, the 
market closing near the bottom. The aver- 
age price for the year was about 5c. Supplies 
of country tallow were but moderate, though 
the deficiency in receipts was made up in the 
fact that prices averaged a shade higher with 
No, 1 ranging at 44,@5i4c. The business in 
sheep pelts from the country was much as 
previously, approximating $500, 

Salt. 1 


In the market for salt the most important 
feature was the serious fire which visited the 
extensive warehouses at South Chicago late in 
November. This destroyed 160,000 bbls jast 
at the close of navigation, making it impossi- 
ble to replace the property at cheap freight 
rates, and left the supply for the winter trade 
materially short, with stocks at the lowest 
point for five years past at that season of the 
year. These depleted stocks resulted in de- 
cided firmness. toward the close of 
the year, fine being held at 85c per br! against 
70e early. The trade was fairly active most 
of the time, with a liberal distribution. While 
prices on Liverpool fine salt for packers’ use 
have ruled lower, at $1.20@1.30 per bag of 224 
lbs, the business was larger: -Sales of im- 
ported dairy salt were much esa year ago. 
Foreign coarse salt, such as Turk’s island, has 
sold dit sparingly, as that from domestic 
mines has largely displaced it. The average 
price for domestic was about 77c per bri for 
the year. 

Vegetables. 

It was a lean.year in vegetables, and not for 
a long time has there been such a shortage in 
the production throughout the: West. The 
serious deficiency in the vegetable crop was 
not fully realized until the year was weil ad- 
vanced, and autumn brought relatively scant 
receipts, small surplus in the country iis- 
tricts, and such high prices here that con- 
sumption was curtailed. While the volume 
of trade was less in bulk the higher prices re- 
sulted in a valuation of this produce 
handied nearly as great as that of the previous 
year. In some sections potatoes were affect- 
ed with dry rat, making them r unmer- 
chantable. The best came from Michigan 
and Wisconsiu. During®@he early months of 
the year sales were at 31(@45c until reserve 
were about exhausted. When new potatoes 
became plentiful desirable varities sold in 
car-loads at 60@65c, but with the developed 
shortage in the autumn months the market 
advanced to 75@78c, Burbanks being the 
favorite variety, The November. government 
crop report placed the average yield at only 
62 bu per acre, against 93.9 bu in 1891 and 
57.5 buin 1890. The average yield for ten 
years ending with 1889 was about 80 bu per 
acre. During the year the demand showed an 
increase Oh both local and shipping account, 
and the quantity handled approximated 3,000,- 
000 bu. At an average price in car-lots of 
52c, this represents a total valuation of 


$1,560,000. 
Poultry and Game. 


In poultry it was one of the most satis- 
factory years in the history of the trade. 
Prices averaged :sligntly higher, with enough 
demand to keep receipts and offerings well ab- 
sorbed. Stocks were not burdensome at any 
time, and tnere was a gratifying freedom from 
gluts which in former years were most pro- 
nounced on frequent occasions. Receipts 
were fairly liberal, but competition among 
the different classes of buyers was brisk. 
Dressed chickens sold at 7@ld4c per lb and 
turkeys at 11@15c, though most of the busi- 
ness was at medium figures. In the early 
part of the present winter large quantities 
were placed in cold storage fer the 
markets of the coming summer. The 
demand for game was uniformly good. 
on both local and shipping account, 
and the value of this property handled was 
fully as great as that of the previous year.

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THE WHOLESALE TRADE. 


Generally en and Satis factory 
Features of Various Lines— Values. 

The general verdict among wholesale men 
is that the year just closed has been the most 
prosperous in their experience, The feeling 
of satisfaction is not limited to certain fa- 
vored lines, but extends over the entire field 
of wholesale trade. Increases in volume of 
business are the uniform rule instead of the 
exteption. ‘hese increases expressed in dol- 
lars and cents fail to properly indicate the 
magnitude of the advance. The tendency in 
manufactured articles has been steadily toward 
lower prices, and the increase in bulk of 
goods handlea is out of all proportion to the 
cash increases noted in the different li ges. 
The prosperity of the country has been re- 
fiected in heavier buying for consumption and 
in prompt payment of obligations. The de- 
veiopment of Chicago as a manufacturing and 
distributing point has caused an extension of 
business which is probably underestimated 
rather than overestimated. As a na- 
ural consequence of the easy money 
conditions throughous the country and the 
general feeling of prosperity the lines of 
what might be termed staple luxuries have 
experienced great expansion. The business, 
for example, in pianos and fine musieal in- 
struments was a half greater in 1892 than in 
1891. The trade in fine furs, in jewelry and 
watches and carriages advanced phenomenal- 
ly during the year. 

Durmg the first half of the seasgn the gro- 
cery trade was extremely light ow to the 
wet weather prevailing throughout t 
try. Since July, however, the improvement 
has been steady and the fall has been 
most prosperous in the history of the whole- 
sale grocery business. Prices haye been 
steady, with teas about 10 per cent higher 
than in 1891. Other staples have shown but 
Cigars and tobaccos are a 
shade higher. Domestic tobaccus are up on 
account of the duty on imported wrappers. 
The overproduction of Kentucky whiskies in 
1891 and its reflex effect on prices for 1892 was 
about the only feature in the liquor trade. 

In wholesale drug lines the trade has been 
steady with few fluctuations in prices. As a 
rule prices of, drugs have been low. The 
phenomenal sales of quinine of 1891 were not 
duplicated last year, and quotations for qui- 
nine ranged from 17c to We an ounce. 

The entire failure of the fruit jar trade was 
a feature in the crockery and glassware busi- 
ness. There is a speculative feature in this 
trade of more than ordinary importance. A 
crockery firm may lose steadily on its fruit 
jar trade for a number of years in succession,

and then in a single season, such as that of 


1891, recoup ull its previous losses. The de- 
mand for the finer grades of china and glass 
ware has been good. 

The American fur trade has experienced 
quite a little boom on account of its general 
cloth 
goods. Sealskins are holding their own, with 
no immediate prospect of a reduction in price. 
The sudden and exceptional advance in the 
price of seal garments in 1891 had a tendency 
toward deciding prospective buyers to post- 
pone their purchases, Finding that prices 
were sustained, however, they have come into 
the market and have helped sweil the total of 
1892’s sales, 

Furniture sales have been unusually 
large owing to the equipment of World’s 
Fair hotels and boarding-houses galore. 
Chicago continues to maintain its place as a 
furniture manufacturing center, and it is rap- 
idly becoming the furniture market of the 
country. The two furniture specialties of the 
city are upholstered goods and folding beds. 
It is said that Chicago is the only furniture 
market in the United States, however, that of- 
fers to dealers an assurtment of every article 
required in the trade. In 1892 the output in 
upholstered furniture was $6,000,000, which is 
greater than thé output of any four other cities 


in the country. The manufacturing output is 


estimated at $30,000,000. To this w to 
added an estimate of $10,000,000 for the job- 
bing trade, covering goods sold through Chi- 
cago houses by manufacturers outside of the 
city. In certain branches of the busi- 
ness, especially in chairs, there 
has en a marked increase in 
the demand for the higher grades of goods, so 
much so, in fact, that the Chicago manufac - 
urers depend on outside houses for the cheap- 
er grades of goods and devote their attention 
to production of the finer grades. 

_ The city is coming to the front as a musical 
instrument center. A representative of one 
of the strongest local houses is authority for 
the statement that certain conditions exist 
here which make it possible to put a piano on 
the market in Chicago at a lower cost than in 
the Eastern States, or, in fact, in any other 
part of the Union. One manufacturing com- 
pany which in 1891 was turning out thirty-five 
instruments a week now hasa weekly output 
of fifty pianos. The sale of mus books and 
sheet music sympathizes, of course, with the 
trade in musical instruments. 

Stationery and wall paper houses repört a 
satisfactory year’s work. The advance during 
the year is placed at about 10 percent. The 
wall paper business alone represents in round 
numbers about $3,000,000. A feature in this 
jine has been the formation of the National 
Wall Paper trust. It is claimed that the 
formation of this organization will regulate 
the market and insure a better product with- 
out advancing prices. Prices so far have not 
been advanced and dealers claim that better 
grades of paper are being furnished. 

The only feature of interest in the paper 
market was the flurry in rags caused by the 
cholera scare. Foreign stock was shut out 
aud prices boomed. For three months rags 
were 25 per cent above the normal figure and 
paper sympathized. As the excitement re- 
garding cholera abated prices went off and the 
advance has been fully met by declines, 

It is estimated by experts that upwards of 
2,300,000,000 feet of lumber were sold in the 
Chicago market. ‘There has been an increase 
of over 200,000,000 feet over last year. The 
increase in the loca! trade represents about 
75,000,000 feet with the increase in shipments 
equivalent to 125,000,000 feet. The season of 
1891 having closed with the éurpius no more 
than normal, with firm prices and good pros- 
pects for yard trade, stocks were beld at 

y and unyielding prices during the win- 
ter. Ihe winter was mild and building in the 
city and suburbs was forward on 
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dispose of their the auction 
rooms, The effect of the furnishing of 
World’s Fair hotels and dwellings wiil be felt 
in the carpet trade during the next sixty days. 
Collections have been good and the country 
trade satisfactory. 

The tonnage of pig-iron was much larger in 
1892 than jn preceding years. Prices, however, 
have ranged a shade lower. The consumption 
by customers has been great and as a conse- 
quence the stocks at present are unusually 
small, The prospects are that buying will be 
active during the garly part of this year. There 
has been some pressure on the part of south- 
ern mills to sell their product. results of 
the Nationa! election altered conditions in the 
pig-iron market, Before the election there 
was a sharp demand manufacturers 
for iron for future delivery. Di- 
rectly after this dem dropped 
off and manufacturers show a tendency 
to quietly await developments. Railroad 
building is dull and asa consequence there 1s no 
demand from that quarter. The structural 
iron business has been active, in sympathy 
with the building material business. The de- 
mand for structual iron been iu advance 
of the supply and in a number of instances 
negotiations involving the construction of 
down-town buildings have beén delayed by 
the reluctance of contractors to figure on the 
necessary steel frame construction, 

It is estimated that the Illinois Steel com- 
pany uses between 80 and 90 per cent of the 
iron ore delivered in Chicago. The per- 
centages of increase in tonnage and p 
figured by the officers dre assumed as a 
criterion of the increase jn thé general iron | 
ore business. The Illinois Steel company 
has roade a number of extensions of its South 
Chicago plant and increased its tonnage con- 
sumption greatly. Makmg allowance for 
some declines in prices the advance for the 
year is placed at 15 per cent. :

MANUFACTURING INTERESTS, 1 


Reasons for a Comparatively Slight Gain 
Over the Previous Year. 

The year just closed has been a fairly satis- 
factory one in the manufacturmg industries 
ot the city, notwithstanding that the increase 
in the volume of production, taken as a whole, 
is less than for either of thetwo preceding years. 
This is easily to be accounted for. The large 
tallmgtf in the receipts of hogs and the ship- 
men of tWo-thirds of the arrjvals of cattle, 
or twice as many as for the previous year, 
lessened the output of meat products to the 
extent of about $15,000,000. And this, too, in 
the face of ahigher market for pork. The 
distillers also reduced the manufacture. of 
spirits to an extent represented by over 
$5,000,000, In the majority.of the other in- 
dustries there has been an increase in produc- 
tion in „response to the natural growth of 
Chicago an add ition al impulse to which has 
been given by the coming World’s fair. The 
branch of industry which has been most bene- 
nt ed in this direction is that relating to build- 
ing, which has advanced about 50 per gent, 
the volume and higher prices -bemg taken to- 
gether. Wages have increased, in some in- 
stances from 124 to 20 per cent, particularly 
with reference to house construction, while 
many industries pay in the shape of piece 
work, and in such cases there has not, speak- 
ing generally, been any advance, 

There was a slight improvement in the out- 

ut of the rollmg-mills. During the first 

alf of the year the prospects for an active de- 
mand were very promising, but the result was 
quite disappointing. Lhe. prices for steel 
rails ruled fairly ener throughout the sea- 
son, ranging around $31 per ton for first qual- 
ity. One of the mills was not in operation 
during the year. the price of pig iron being 
less than the cost of production, The blast 
furnace ran for twotmonths only. The strike 
among the boilermakers, lasting eighteen 
weeks from May 1, for shorter hours and 
higher wages, which failed compietely, 
checked any advance in the output for the 
year. Under the head of Wireworks” is 
included the manufacture of nickel and brass 
display fixtures, papier-maché forms, etc. 

Of the car and bridge-builders one institu- 
tion was inoperative for the greater part. of 
the season and has recently changed hands. 
Another extensive one lessened its output ma- 
terially, employing a less number of men, 
with a corresponding decrease in the volume 
of wages paid. — 

The planing-mills and the sash, door, and 
staircase manufacturers increased their pro- 
duction fully 15 per cent, owing to the aug- 
mented activity in the demand, The cooper- 
age trade is fast dying om in this city, 
as the coopers cannot compete With 
convict labor; thus the work is growing 
less in volume every year. The furniture m- 
dustry was in a very healthy condition th vugh- 
out the season and shows.a-decided increase 
in volume. It was greater than that of any 
two other cities in the country combined and 
greater than that of any three other cities out- 
side of New York. Nearly all the furniture 
manufacturing centers have some speciaity, 
and that of Chieago is upholstered goods, the 
output of which for the last year was about 
86,000,000. which is greater than any four 
other cities in the United States, As a manu- 
facturing and distributing center. for musical 
instruments Chicago now stands second to 
New York alone, and conservative men in the 
trade predict that in -a comparatively few 
years the position of the two cities in this 
respect will be reversed. 

The production of the brickyards for the 
season is given as 725,000,000 bricks, against 
640,000,000 in 1891. The output wo have 
heen much larger but for the three months’ 
spell of wet weather early in the summer. 
which flooded some of the yards for quite an 
extended period. Prices gradually advanced, 
owing to a marked improvement in the de- 
mand, until they fached $9.00 per thousand at 
the close of the year. The average price for 
that period was about $7.00, as against $5.27 
in 1891. The stocks on hand then aggrega 
140,000,000, while there are now oniy 60,000.- 
000. During the winter months about 40,000 
a day are made. The pressed brick produced 
is estimated at 40,000,00u, and they sold for 
$18 per The figures for 1891 wre

When Gen. Arthur St. Clair was Territorial 
Governor he was entitled by law to receive as 
a part of his perquisites a fee of $2 for each, 
marriage celebrated in the Territory. Two 
dollars at that period was a pretty large == 
and the members of the popular branch o 
the Legislature caine to the conclusion that it 
had a tendency to discourage matrimonial 
ventures. 

The young women didn’t like the idea of the 
Governor regulating the question of marriage, 
and the boys could’t understand the necessity 
of paying him so much money for a permit to 
get married. 

The upshot of the matter was that the Gen- 
eral Assembly concluded to repeal the mar- 
riage fee grant and give the boys and girls a 
chance. There was no love lost between Gov. 
St. Clair and the House of Representatives, 
but the latter were chivalrous enough to 
make up the Governor’s loss in another direc- 
tion. 

Accordingly they figured out how much the 
Governor would receive annually in marriage 
fees. Then they passed two separate bills 
one abolishing the marriage fee and the other 
correspondingly emg the Governor's 
salary. They didn't like St. Clair, but they 
were willing to treat him fairly in this matter, 

After the bills had been proverly enrolled 
they were sent to the Governor for his 6 
ture. Imagine the wrath of the House w 


cil, corresponding in most respects o our 
present Senate, sustained the Governor. 

A few years later the first Constitution was 
formed. Nearly all the members of the Terri- 
torial Legislature were in the convention that 
framed it. The convention refused to give the 
question of the veto even @ respect hear- 
ing, and the proposition to grant it was over- 
whélmingly defeated. Fifty years later, in 
1852, the distrust of the executive veto had 
not died out in the hearts of the Buckeyes, and 
the attempt to «ive the Governor veto 
power was again defeated. 

But for that $2 warriage fee the Governor of 
Ohio would, no doubt, be invested with the 
veto power.

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Down-Town Structures Alone Representing 
Over $$10,000,000 Erected in 1892. 

The remarkable down-town building activ- 
ity of 1890 and 1891 was equaled if not out- 
classed by that of the year just cldsed. There 
has not been a month during the year in 
which a half-dozen prorsinet corners in the 
business district were not blocked by build- 
ing operations. The demand for structural 
iron in the tall office buildings has been 
greater than the supply. The activity has 
been quite generally distributed over the 
‘business district. In the office building terri- 
tory and in the wholesale district it has prob- 
ably been most pronounced, 


office buildings. When the addition to the 
Monadnock Building, new under construc- 
tion, is completed the structure will be the 
largest office building in the city. It will 
have a frontage on Dearborn street of 940 
feet and have sixteen floors. The south half 
of the structure is all that can be properly 
classed among buildings of 1892. A small 
strip at the Van Buren street corner, owned 
by Mr. Gray of the Hide and Leather Bank, 
was acquired by the Brooks estate and build- 
ing operations were begun at once. The ex- 
terior of the south half will differ materially 
from that of the north portion. In the 
half now under construction two 
styles of construction are shown. 
In the south portion, at the Van Buren street 
frout, the Chicago system of construction was 
adopted and a self-supportimy steel frame is 
bemg erected. In the remainder the walis are 


of heavy masonry inclosing steel columns.

All Classes of Property in the Down-Town 
District in Good Demand, 

The demand for term leases of down-town 
stores and buildings has become so sharp that 
such leases are now taken on speculation. 
This feature in the renting market has only 
been developed during the last two years, and 
but few tirms have operated in this particu- 
lar field. 


During the yeax just closed a number of 
speculative leases have been turned at a good 
profit. The southeast corner of Madison and 
Halsted streets was leased at aterm rental of 
$80,000 and sublet for $100,000. The same 
firm leased the old Siegel-Cooper property, at 
State and Adams streets, for $75,000 per 
annum and sublet the same at 
over $100,000 a year. Another State 
street corner has only recently been taken by 
the agme parties on speculation. 

The Jerome corner on Quincy street has 
been leased by Levy Mayer at an annual 
rental of $25,000. 

Two prominent properties on Dearborn and 
Van Buren streets were leased for speculative 
purposes in the same manner. 

The Bartlett corner, 50x68 feet, was leased 
at $10,000 a year, but after being sublet in 
small parcels the owners of the corner recon- 
sidered their action and bought out the lease- 
hold interest. : 

The corner directly north was leased from L. 
G. Fisher for three years at a term rental of 
$48,000, and within a moath was sublet to four 
or five tenants at a term advance of $27,000. 

The entire first floor of the Hartford Build- 
ing was leased on speculation, aad the same 
disposal was made of the first floor in the 
Security Building.

It is the general opinion of the most con- 
servative dealers that a crash following the 
inflation of two or three active seasons was 
only narrowly averted last year. The general 
rosperity ef the country, he success of the 
orld’s Fair preparations, the abundance of 
money here ae, investment, and above 


all the phenomenal growth of the city have 


tided the market over a crisis. The theory 
that there is to be any serious reaction after 
the Fair is steadily losing ite adherents. The 
rogress of the Fair preparations has been the 
t possible advertisement for the city, and 
the city has been in a proper condition for ad- 
vertising. 

The easy condition of the money market 
and the tendency toward lower interest rates 
have both been satisfactory features in the 
market. Buyers no longer demand down- 
town investments which pay 6 or 7 per cent 
incomes, G 5 per cent fees have been in 
the sharpest sort of demand. The funds of 
an insurance company were offered at 4½ per 
cent, and the Title and Trust company suc- 
ceeded in refunding the loan on its Washing- 
ton street building at this rate. 


Large Loan Made. 


The largest loan ever made in the city on a 
straight mortgage on a single building was 
made to the Columbus Building company ut 5 

reent. This loan of $750,000 was secured 

m a Milwaukee insurance company, and 
the officers of the company claimed that the 
money could have been secured m the East at 
per cent lower. 

A number of new elements were intro- 
duced in the investment field. The most im- 
portant of these was the appearance of the 
university funds in the market. The trustess 
of the university early decided on the invest- 
ment of the endowment fundsin choice cen- 
trally located property, with a preference for 
fees. It was thought at first that the pur- 
chases would be confined to properties leased

chases, however, the trustees adopted a broad- 
er policy of purchasmg properties in fee sim- 
ple, with a view of leasing them and turning 
them into fees.

Less than Last Year—The Ghastly Rec- 
ord of Judge Lynch in the South—Sta- 
tistics Showing That Suicides and Mur- 
ders Are on the Increase. 

The number of legal executions during the 
year was 107, as compared with 128 in 1891 and 
102 in 1890. The executions in the several 
States and Territories were as follows: Ala- 
bama, 3; Arkansas, 9; Connecticut, 2;

A Continued {Increase in the Ghastly Lists 
During the Year. 

The numberof persons who have committed 
suicide in the United States during the year, 
as gathered from telegraph and mail report to 
Tun Trrevung, is 3,860, as compared with 3,331 
last year, 2,640 in 1890, and 2 m 1889, The 
total is much larger than of any of tne 
eleven preceding y Of this number 3,055 
were males and 805 females. It is somewhat 
remarkable that physicians continue to head 
the list of prominent persons who have taken 
their own lives. Last year there were 23 phy- 
sicians and 12 clergymen in the sad catalogue, 
while this year there are 37 physicians and 11 
clergymen.

Cuartzston, W. Va., Dec. 25.—The new 
Australian ballot system 1s in bad repute in at 
least one county of this State. The citizens 
of Lincoln County are in the habit of running 
things as we please.

Charles I. Hutchinson's Namerous Gifts, 
Probably the most retirmg Chicago philan- 
throphist, considering his age and opportun+ 
ties, is Charles L. Hutchinson, President of

As is 
known to most Chicagoans, he is the son of B. 
P. Hutchinson of Board of Trade fame. The 
young man was born in Massachusetts in 1854.

Mr. Hutchinson’s gifts 
have not been large but they have been nu- 
merous. The last, so far as the public knows, 
was mene to the Chicago University. He is 
a benéfactor in other ways as well, e holds 
himself in readiness to deliver lectures for 
philanthropic and chagitable purposes, and 
wherever he has on the platform has 
been warmly received, for he is not only a 
capitalist and a business-man, but a student 
and a patron of literature as well. 

An eccentric individual was Charles J. Hull, 
aman who was not given to telling what he 
did. And yet, by his good impulses, he en- 
abled more than 6,000 people to build their 
own homes in Chicago and elsewhere. 

The Lincoln statue by St. Gaudens in Lin- 
eoln Park, well known to the people of this 
city visitors to Chicago, as well as 
thousands who have never been here, was the 
gift of Eli Bates. If Mr. Bates had never 
done anything else this gift would entitle him 
to be ranked as one of the most liberal bene- 
factors of this city. 

H. H. Kohisaat endowed the colored library 
at Oak and Dearborn streets. e also pre- 
sented to the City of Galena, his native town, 
the bronze statue of Gen. Grant which was 
unveiled in that city about a year ago. 

The Chicago Soldiers’ Home has assets to 
the amount of $170,000. Phis represents real 
estate.with improvements. Connected with 
the home is a charity fund, which is disbursed 
to old soldiers. or to the wives and children of 
indigent old soldiers by a board composed of 
Mrs. S. J. Lewis, Mra. Myra H. Bradwell, Mrs. 
Dr. Hamill, Mra. W. F. Myrick, Mra. Brah- 
man, and Mrs. Bristol. The amount paid out by 
this board is nearly $600 a month. This home 
is entitled to be ranked as a philanthropy in 
consideration of the fact that it gave up its 
interest in the property on which the Chicago 
Public Library is now erecting its library 
building. 

The gift for the new Chicago Academy of 
Sciences, which has just been located in Lin- 
coln Park, was made by Matthew Laflin. The 
amount was $75,000. Mr. Loflin is still a resi- 
dent of this city, living at No. 1614 Michigan 
avenue, and is 92 years old. He is a pioneer 
and erected the first brick house in this city in 
1837.

Establishment of Lake Forest University. 


In 1856 a Mr. Slocum came to Chitago from 
Cincinnati in the interests of an educator who 
wished to establish an institution somewhere 
in the vicinity of Chicago, provided enough 
citizens could be found who would intereat 
t selves in his behalf. C. B. Farwell, after- 
wafd United States Senator, was at that time, 
as he is now, interested in Lake Forest, a 
Chieago suburb on the lake shore. After

Senator Farwell has given $150,000. This is 
the largest amount he has given to any one 
object, but it is a fact that his contributions 
to various charitable institutions in the city, 
principally Catholic, have been liberal, in no 
case being less than $5,000. 

William Bross gave the institution $125,000; 
Jacob Beidler, who is one of the millionaires 
of the West Side, who owns one mile of build- 
ings on Madison street alone, and who has 
erected several of the largest and handsomest 
houses in that division of the city, gave $90,- 
000. Mr. Beidler id one of the pioneers of 
Chicago, and, as many of his neighbors and 
friends still living can testify, came to Chicago

In all of the undertakings of 
the evangelist Moody, he has had the sub- 
stantial assistance of J. V. Farwell. The ex- 
act extent thereof no one knows. J. V. Far- 
well is also a contributor to the Lake Forest 
University, having given it $50,000. His gen- 
erosity has been likewise felt by nearly every 
religious organization in the city. 

Tne Presbyterian Hospital on the West Side 
represents in a fitting way the good side of 
many of the philanthropists of this city. After 
the death of Daniel A. Jones it was found 
that he had bequeathed to it the sum of $10,- 
000. In addition to this amount a charity 
fund was created out of the estate by which 
the hospital becomes the beneficiary to the 
extent of $120,000.

Exciting Chase of a Determined Hunter Aft- 
er a Big Bull—Twenty-two, Miles Over 
Snow and Through Brush—Brought to 
a Standstill by a Grouse—Another In- 
stance of How Tk ings. fe ta Him 
Who Waits—Old %% Triumph—Kill- 
A glance over a sportsman’s experience will 
perhaps convey an idea of what still-hunting 
elk and caribou means when the animals have 
enjoyed the doubtful advantage of a slight ac- 
quaintance with man’s m rous methods. 

Now, first as to the caribou—a keen-nosed, 
shy, fast-trottma, sturdy fellow, and richt 
worthy game for any man’s rifle. Two varie- 
ties this species — the. woodland and 
the barren ground caribou — inhabit the 
American continent. The woodland variety 
is found in Maine and certain extreme 
northern portions of the United States, 
notably about the headwaters. of the 
Mississippi River and in the extreme north of 
Idaho. The barren-grouna caribou does not 
generally range so far south as the internation- 
al boundary. In Canada caribou are much 
more widely distributed. They are plentiful 
in Newfoundland, scarce in Nova Scotia, more 
numerous in New Brunswick, abundant in 

Quebec and Labrador, and fair 
them haunt the wilds of Northern Ontario 
(especially the north shore of Lake Superior) 
and portions of Manitoba. In British Colum- 
bia they abound among the mountains, and 
not infrequently great herds are seen defilmg 
from some cafion or moving down sonie 
mountain side in Indian file, and looking at a 
distance like a pack-train, 

The best caribou-shooting may be had in

Newfoundland and British Columbia, but

During the winter of 89. says R. W. Sandys 
in Outing, I was temporarily located at a point 
on the magnificent north shore of Lake Su- 
pericr, my companion being a half. breed 
hunter who bore a resonant Indian title too 
Jong for insertion in these pages. When he 
wanted to travel light he bore the pame of 
Jo,“ which will answer for the present. It 
was cold up there in the icy breath of the 
Great Inland Sea, but we were snug enough 
in an old railway construction log camp, and 
had fairly good sport with grouse, filling up 
time attending to Jo’s lines of fraps. Be- 
tween Superior and the “ height of land” is 
a perfect network of lakes and streams, large 
and small; the country is very rough and 
rocky, varied with great barren’, muskegs, 
and beaver-meadows. Vast portions are 
densely forested, and others carry only ghost- 
ly, scattered “ rampikes,’”’ showing where fires 


have swept. Our headquarters were the log 


camp referred to, but we had a temporary 
camp at the end of a line of traps some ten 
miles inland, near the head ofa chain of 
small lakes, famous in the annals of the fur 
trade. From it westward extended an im- 


mense barren for mile after mile, bounded 
by a.gray-biue wall of forest. 

One night, while we were at the little camp, 
a heavy fall of snow the hard-feat- 
ured landscape, and Jo and I fell to discussing 
the chance for caribou.

It was a cold, gray day, asharp breeze blew 
directly across the barren, and now and then 
a few snowflakes sifted down, hintmg of 
another downfall, though there was already 
more snow than we wan But there was 
little danger of anything serious, and we 
didn’t trouble about the weather.

Once safe in 
cover the shoes were removed, and, gliding, 
stealing, flitting, shadow-like, from tree to 
tree, now crouching in the lineof a bowlder, 
now crawling and wriggling painfully over a 
snowy open patch of moss, I at gained 
the edge of tue timber within 175 yards of my 
meat.

Semething About Dogs. 

Blenheim or Marlborough spaniels, which 
greatly resemble the latter in form and gen- 
eral appearance, get their English name 
from Blenheim Palace, in Oxfordshire, 
where the breed has been preserved since the 
beginning of the eighteenth century. : 

Mastiff is the term applied to a very large 
and powerful species of the canine family, and 
there is considerable conflict of opinion re- 
garding the origin of the werd. Some claim 
that it is derived from the Italian mastino, or 
the French mastin, both of which signify 
large limbed. 

; This word, they say, was gradually corrupted 
into masty, a Lincolnshire expression, mean- 
ing very large, muscular, or big, until it grad- 
ally assumed its present forin. Others, 
again, say its true origin is the old German 
masten, to fatten, because the mastiff is a 
large dog ‘and’ seems better fed than any 
other. 

These animals were very highly prized by 
the early Romans, who matched them to fight 
in the arena with wild animals. It is related 
that very often two or three mastiffs defeated 
a lion insuch combats. 

Poodle is derived from the German pudel, a 
puddle or pool. This dog was originally Ger- 
man, and the name was probably given it be- 
cause of being very closely allied to what is 
known as the water dog. They are without 
doubt the most intelligent of all canines. 

The shepherd dog— called collie in Scct- 
land, from the Gaelic cuilan or puppy— 
gains its title from the fact of its being used 
to watch sheep and protect them from ma- 
rauders of every description. 

As to the derivation of the word bull-dog it 
is only necessary to state that at one time 
this species was exclusively used in buil-bait- 
ing, and from that circumstance arose the 
name by which. it is universally known. A 
cross between this and the terrier is appro- 
priately termed the bull-terrier. ‘

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THE NINETEENTH CENTURY. 


Amelia B, Edwards’ Last Work on Egypt— 
now It Compares with the Arcount of 
Her First Journey Up the Nile—Miss 
Elizabeth Kirkland’s Short History of 
English Literature”—Written for Young 
People, but Interesting to Elders— 
Events in Franceof the Present Century. 


Miss Amelia Edwards, that deeply lamented 
“ novelist, Egyptologist, and friend,’’ has left 
behind her some precious relics in the shape 
of literary successes; but it is rather to be de- 
plored that her Pharaohs, Fellah’, and Ex- 
plorers has come to book form, it is made 
up so largely of repetitions and savors, if even 
so slightly, of patronage. Miss Edwards’ 
lectures in America, as every’ one remem- 
bers, were a little too much on the 
“dear children” order to suit those 
who had got beyond the alphabet of 
Egypt; ana to those who have known and 
reveled in for years ber Thousand Miles 
Up the Nile,” this volume is nothing but a re- 
hash, anda poor one, of familiar chapters. 
That book was very nearly perfect. One can 
not fancy a more sparkling or brilliant book 
of travels, or ane which combined personal 
coloring of vivid hue with abstract knowl- 
edge so deftly. Some old Egyptologists have 
sneered at Miss Edwards’ lore, so recently ac- 
quired, but if a large and liberal mind is set 
at asubject and given every advantage the 
result is surprising. Miss Edwards, un- 
informed, starving for Egypt, and Miss 
Edwards, coming back crammed with solid 
information, were two distinct persons. Egypt 
laid its conquering stress upon her and 
marked her for ita own, She was imbued and 
impregnated with its spirit; she thought of 
nothing else. 

The new book is the other, with all the fun 
taken out of it. Whether Miss Edwards 
thought 
humor or not she certainly eliminated it from 
her lectures, which were a trifle hard and dry. 
In the “Thousand Miles she presents 
everything in a droll light. McCa!lum, 
painting his “big picture” of the 
Colossi at Aboo Simbel, with the flies 
leaving their legs in every little pool of cobalt 
he mixed, was but a sample of her incor- 
rigible, effervescent sense of the funniness of 
everything she said. Her comments were'vff- 
hand and spontaneous, Speaking of Rameses 
she said: Even his wives, who ought to have 
known better, knelt before him. What won- 
der that the maa_ believed himself to be a 
god?” This general air of jollity pervaded 
everything; and when she journeyed for 5 
and saw nothing more inspiriting than 
earthy tumulus or a patch of lentils, she 
made the allusions to even those uninspiring 


_ objects individual, 


** Your true painter,“ she quotes from some- 
body, can make a pieture out of a post and 
a puddie”; and your true traveler can make 
talk out of a tumulus and a twig. Ever body 
who reads A Thousand Miles Up the Nile,” 
becomes first a votary of Miss Edwards, then 
of the Nile. She must have sent hundreds up 
and down those cataracts in dahabeahs by her 
bewitching descriptions of the rise fall 
thereof. It took tour days and a half’s hard 
punting to go up the cataract; we came down 
in one sensational half hour, thanks to 
our fatuous friend, the Sheik of the 
cataract.”” And then her story of the 
painter’s whipping out his note-book, run- 
ning his finger up and down for the most ter- 
rifle oath he could find, and firi it at the 
Sheik, thereby dispersing the whole gang, as 
they supposed, forever, was on a par with all 
the other anecdotes—pointed, pithy, and 
amusing. 

Saw Beauty in the Ancient Egyptians. 

Nobody but Miss Edwards in 75 
Egyptians really beautiful. She found them 
so. Rameses was the mest man not 
only of his time but of.a!l time, she honestly 
thought, He was too complaceat and tov 
splendidly null in his expression to suit all 
tastes; his beard was too atiff, too, bei 
represented as if it were of ha 
bristles and cut. out of a obrush; 
his ears stood out from his head at too gener- 
ous an angle. These are matters of taste and 
chronology, one is well aware; but to be a 
few thousand years behind times does in- 
capacitate a hero for answering the fashionable 
requirements. But nothing daunted Miss Eu- 
wards. A trifle like a missing nose, or even a 
head, she did not mind at all. The nose be- 
ing gone we lose the Sewitic profile, she 
says, but still the face is beautiful. One of 
the colossi at Aboo Simbel has lost its head 
altogether, yet she hardly missed it. Most 
people find the heavy classicism of Egypt un- 
interesting; not so this zealous devotee, who 
found it full of grace and light. 

There is not a funny line in Pharaohs, 
Fellahs, and Explorers“; there is hardly a line 
which has not humor in “ A Thousand Miles 
Up the Nile.“ Some persons hate fun in 
travels. A man once said solemniy that 
travels should be dull; he liked them so. Any- 
thing like lightness history or travel he 
thought unseemly. Ot course such objections 
must he considered, but any change from the 
dry-as-dust stories of travel with which one’s 
infant days were terrorized is grateful. One 
imbibes so much mofe easily when one is 
amused. 

Miss Edwards, like a great many strongly 
human — became the least bit touched 
by pedantry ahd importance, but not, fortu- 
nately, until after she had written her first 
book on Egypt. She must have beew at that 
time one of the most genial and delightful 
companions in the world, and her writing was 
her conversation and her thoughts put down 
exactly as they came. A fellow-traveler in 
the party went out to paint Aboo Simbel, 
as, has been observed. His vicissitudes 
were agonizing; and when his work 
was done, he would not “shoot 
the cataract with the rest, but took his 
precious canvas ignominiously~ around by 
rail. This same man—Andrew McCalium— 
also discovered a tomb im Nubia, and alto- 
gether cut a great figure in the book. One re- 
members with delight the supreme moment 
at which on visiting the Paris Exposition after 
reading the book, Andrew McCallum’s 
Colossi at Aboo Simbel,’’ was the first 
painting in the loan collection to stand out 
and give one greeting! 

Miss Edward’s Influence, 


No one has brought Egypt so near to 
general public as Miss wards. 
son’s and Birch’s books 
and uncompromising; and as 
the color, size, and number of the 
pyramids, no one ever gave the faintest idea 
of those facts before to the world at large. 
Every one supposed that they werea sort of 
elephant gray; to find them a tawny yellow is a 
surprise. To learn that the Great Pyramid 
casts a shadow of three-quarters of a mile at 


‘sunset is also astonishing; andto know. that 


there are nine pyramids, instead of three, no 
matter if they are allenumerated in the guide 
books, is another shock. It isa pleasure to 
linger over that delightful Nile book; there 
never can be another like it written. The new 
one is feeble comparea to-it, and one can 
hardly help regretting ite publication. 

No matter how superficial or recently ac- 
quired Miss Edwards’ Egyptology waa, it laid 
the foundation of collections which never 
would have existed but for her. She herself 
made generous presents to museums of anti- 
quities; she started others in pursuit of them, 
and the Egyptological Society received tre- 
mendous impulse from her efforts and her 
Secretaryship. Men who had been known as 
great, and, indeed, somewhat alarming, au- 
thorities.on Egypt she brought near to us and 
made charmingly familiar. Her account of 
Mariette s discovery of the Serapeium is a 
sprightly story of what had always seemed 
somber in the extreme, But that is in the 
other book. 0 

A Little Journey Into Literature.

Miss Elizabeth Kirkland says in the preface 
to her Short History of Euglish. Literature, 
but she might go further say that to re- 
cord an age without ite literature is not to 
record it at all.

He called it 
ecclesiastical, as Miss Kirkland ~ te but it 
was really ‘& general history of Britain. 
Alfred the Great initiated English prose, but 
it was historie prose, h in substance and 
style: Love and death had not then reached 
the stage when they could be embodied in 
purely amorous or tragic shells. They were 
inseparable from national events, and King 
Arthur’s love affairs. were the story of his 
country. 4 

“Morte d’Arthur,” printed on Caxton’s 
press, and written by Sir Thomas Malory. who 
has not been treated quite fairly by posterity, 
is, Miss Kirkland avers, us truly the epic of 
the English mind as the Iliad was of the 
Greek.“ We are more familiar with Tenny- 
son’s “‘Idyls of the King, 5 uel Grail,”’ 
„Passing of Arthur, and Sir Galahad.“ for 
ali of which Tennyson is indebted to Malory. 
Everybody who can read and who has one 
grain of poetic fancy lovesthe stories of King 
Arthur and Excalibur,of Guinevere and Laun- 
celot and Merlin. And even Sir Thomas Mal- 
ory gleaned his myths and their magical 
ad ventures from Geoffrey of Monmouth. 
Queen Guinevere is the English Helen, and 
Arthur a glorified and improved Menelaus. 
Launcelot & Paris, and ffrey of Mon- 
mouth, if he had sung better, would have 
been our Homer. The Greek poets have 
never been equaled by the English, although 
the themes of the lotter are us grand. 

Miss Kirkland’s book is full of thought and 
suggestion, is concise, clear, and colloguial— 
all excellent attributes im a book for young 

ple, and not bad ones for their elders. The 
istory comes down to out own immediate 
day, and ends with a touching tribute to Ten- 
nyson, who died while the sheets were in 
press.

No history of France is complete of course 
without that saddest and sweetest of all sto- 
ries, the career of Maximilian and his wretched 
wife, Carlotta. No ovelier character has ever 
been known in history than that ill-fated Arch- 
duke. Misled, mistaken, misunderstood, the 
sacrifice of hie life was as superfluous as it 
was hideous. France has much to auswer for 
in his blood. Even in- the driest histories sen- 
timent will always moisten every allusion to 
Maximilian. Poor deluded soul! His order 
for 200 nightingales, wherewith to refresh the 
miserable Mexicans, was received in Europe 
on'the day of his execution by these very sub- 
jects. His death was as sérene as his life had 
been. He is an example to rulers and people 
of every nation not to be too gobde The au- 
thor of this France in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, Elizabeth Wormeley Latimer, devotes 
a beautifully written chapter to this pathetic 
man and his ill-starred consort. The account of 
Carlotta’s journey alone to Paris and her 
going madin the presence of Napoleon is 
told with treat pathos. And the statement 
that no Judge or General who had ever known 
Maximilian was allowed by his enemies, who 
were well aware of the irresistible personal 
sympathy he inspired in everybody, to sit on 
his court-martial is significant. 


Louis Napoléon’s Career. 


The early life, as well as the later, of Louis 
Napoleon is graphically told. It includes so 
much that is always interesting—the funeral 
of Napoleon Bonaparte in Paris, the epi- 
sode of Mile. de Luzy, above all the courtship 
vf Napoleon III., and the account of his mar- 
riage to the lode-star of her sex.“ Every- 
thing connected with this thrillmg period, or 
these periods rather, of French affairs has its 
own peculiar delight.

PRESIDENT DIAZ IN HIS RELATIONS 


A Writer in a Popular Magazine Takes Up 
the Cudgel in His Defense—Said to Be a 
Lover of Simplicity in the Routine of 
His Daily ‘Life—Has Not Accumulated 
Wealth During His Period of Office-- 
Is a Dictator Only Because Circum- 
stances Demand It. 

Naw York, Dec. 29.— Special Correspond- 
ence.]|—Dr. Albert Shaw has made a success 
of the American edition of The Review of Re. 
views, and he has done it by the hardest kind 
of work. I am told that he works twenty-four

But the Mexican Government is fort- 
unate, as any government would be fortunate, 
in having few elective offices, and instead, 
reposing of appointing power and great responsi- 
bility in an executive whose sole 
cure for his country the best results. 

If President Diaz were Governor of M hu- 
setts he would adapt himself to conditi re- 
vailing there, exactly as Gov. Russell secre Fo in 
Mexico exercise that arbitrary power necessary 
where so large a part of the population is totally 
incapable of r and where strokes 
of policy that could not wait for action of Con- 
gress are imperative. 

Unfortunately; itis not the Mexicars but 
the dictator himself who gives this power. 


Sneers at Garza’s Revolutions. 


Mr. Allen smiles scornfully at the accounts 
of the Garza revolution.“ He says that 
Garza and his men were merely ! rustlers 
and a little band of raiders,’’ evidently for- 
getting that it only takes three men to make 
a revolution in Mexico. 

It has been said, says Mr. Allen, that 
the wife of the President is an American and 
a Protestant.“ He denies that she is either. 

Mrs, Diaz is a most regal woman; a Queen 
whose crown is the sincere regard and affection 
which all classes bestow ubon her. She is spoken 
of by the common people Ws *' Sefiorita Carme- 
lita’’—the diminutive of Carmen—expressing 
their affection for her. Upon the occasion of ber 
saint’s day, July 16 (which day all the Carmens 
celebrate), the President's wife is annually over- 
whelmed with countless floral tributes. She de- 
votes much of her time to institutions and works 
of charity, and is always the center of activity in 
special missions of mercy. As the President's 
wife and as the daughter of Minister Rubio she 
is of course the social leader in Mexico as well as 
the first lady of the republic. 

Diaz’s Ambition. 


But to return to Diaz. From the point of 
view of this admirer: 

President Diaz's great ambition is to bring Mex- 
ico forward as rapidly as possible to advan 
rank as a progressive and thoroughly modern na- 
tion. He has, for instance, recently stated in re- 
gard to the Columbian exhibit at Chicago that he 
wished Mexico to send, nota collection of antique 
curiosities, hut rathor such a display as would in- 
dicate the progress attained by modern Mexico. 

The President is a great admirer of the in- 
domitable push and business energy of the Ameri- 
can people, and his readiness in favoring the rail-

Then, if the two are not 

already acquainted, the girl 1s taken to the 

theater and the men call on her in the box, or 

the two are invited to dine at the house of a 

common friend. If either does not like the 

other the matter is ended, for it is a very un- 

usual thing for a parent to force a child into 

marriage. If, however, the liking is recipro- 

cal, other meetings take place, the two are al- 

lowed a few moments of privacy, a walk in 
the garden, or a conversation at one end of 

the room. the result is satisfactory the 

marriage is decided on and takes place three 

months afterward. The question of dot 

(money) is a serious one. 

It is absurd to say that French women are 
married only for their money. It is almost an 
impossibility for a man in ordinary cifcum- 
stances to marry a poor girl. The education 
of the average man is far more complete in 
France than in America. Every family tries 
to send the boys to school until they are at 
least 18 years old. Then comes the military 
service, and a man begins business when he 
is about 21. If his family are im moderate 
circumstances it is probable that the son ac 
cepts a government position, with a salary 
of $380 a moath. At 30 years of age, if he is 
steady and industrious, may make $40 a 
month. How is it possible to support a fam- 
ily on so small a sum? The only solution 1s 
to marry a girl with about the same income, 
It is not necessary for her to have a large cap- 
ital if she has any means of supporting her- 
self. This also applies to cultivated pedple. 

A marriage in France is not the easy thing 
it is in America. The consent of the parents 
of both parties must be furnished, or if that 
is not ible and they are of age, then the 
refusal must be obtained, together with their 
birth certificates and the marriage certificates 
of the parents. If the latter are dead their 
death certificates must be procured before 
the bans are published. A religious mar- 
riage is not recognized by law, it is usual 
tor the civil marriage to take place at the 
Mayor’s office in the early morning and 
the religious marriage in the church 
at noon, though often the civil cere, 
mony is read the day before the 
religious ceremony takes place. As France is 
a Catholic country the double marriage is 
customary. The groom wears a dress. suit, 
the bride a high-neck white gown. The bride- 
maids and bridal party are all in high-necked 
dresses, as it is considered the height of im- 
propriety to enter a church décolleté, After 
the service—during part of which the bridal 
couple sits on chairs with their backs to the 
congregation—the bridemaiis take up a col- 
lection, passing purses made of same ma- 
terial as their dresses.

Ica- 
rians, and Shakers, Zoar 1s the home of one 
of the oldest and most singular of the com- 
munistic societies that have gained a foothold 
in the United States. A tale of unfaltering if 
mistakea devotion to a religious idéal, full of 
romance and pathos, the history of the Sepa- 
ratists in many respects offers a curious par- 
allel to that of the Harmonists society at Econ- 
omy. Like the Harmonists the Separatists 
came from the same province in: Bavaria, and 
like them they suffered voluntary exile for 
their religious belief. The leaders of both 
communities belonged to the working class, 
George Rapp, the head of the Harmonists, 
being a vine-planter, and Joseph Baumeler, 
the leader of the Separatists, being originally 
a weaver, 

Endowed with marked oratorical powers, 
an original and inquiring mind, and a charac- 
ter capable of lofty self-sacrifice, Baumeler 
would have occupied a distinguished place in 
almost any walk of life. While still a young

Life at Zoar is very plain and simple. Each 
dwelling-house accommodates several fami- 
lies, but each family lives alone.

The 
villages are compactly built, the build- 
i being constructed mainly of 
brick and stone. Their population varies 
from 600 to 150. The distance from the most 
easterly to the most westerly village is six 
miles, but excellent roads and telephone limes 
render communication easy. 
At the head of the society and exercisi 
eral supervision over its affairs is a boa 

of*thirteen trustees chosen by the various vil- 
lages. The spiritual and temporal affairs of 
each village are intrusted to a board of elders 
whose members are appointed for life by the 
central board of trustees, their number being 
regulated by the size of the village. Each vil- 
lage has assigned to it a certain amount of 
land for pasturage and cultivation. The eld- 
ers, who meet every morning to confer to- 
gether, select the foremen for the different 
industries: and asmgn the tasks of the 
individual members, care always being 
taken to give the laborer as far as 
possible the employment that will prove most 
congenial. The contentment harmony 
which exist at Amana show how well this sys- 
tem of government works. Ia each village is 
a general store where the wants of the mem- 
bers are supplied. Tbese general stores carry 
large and valuable stocks of goods, including 
dry goods, groceries, clothing, head and foot 
wear, and drugs, and draw a liberal patronage 
from outsiders for many miles around.

The words of inspiration are usually delivered 
at some public gathe while the “instru- 
ment is in a trance, y consist mainly of 
admonitions and warnings to the members to 
lead purer and better lives. They are written 
down at the time of deliverande by persons 
chosen for the purpose and are annually 
collected in volumes which have equal 
weight with the Bible. Other tenets of the In- 
spirationist creed are justification by faith, 
the resurrection of the dead, and final judg- 
ment. The members are divided into three 
classes, admission to which is governed by the 
piety of the member. Much of the time.of the 
members is given up to religious services, 
Meetings are held every evening, and Sun- 
day, Wednesday, and Saturday mornings. On

Of the three religious com munistic societies 
German mysticism has given to the United 
States the Society of the Inspirationists at 
Amana, Ia., though the youtigest, is the most 
numerous and prosperous of the three socie- 
ties. It sprang from a little band of people 
who, some seventy years ago, used to 
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in government of the 
1807, as the result of a great re-

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laundry. Nothing can be bought with money 
at Economy, and only the managers of the 
society handle that article. Smoking, whisky 
drinking, and courting within the limits of the 
town are forbidden, and employés detected 
— in any of these are at once sent 
away. Yet, strange to say. the wine cellars of 
the society are stocked with thousands of gal- 
lons of the rarest wine, some of it over ity 
years old, while cider is drank instead of 
water. A school-house was built some years 
ago, and a teacher is employed to instruct the 
children of the people in the employ of the 
society. Surnames are never heard at 
Economy, given names only being used 
by the members of the society. When 
there are two of the same name they are dis- 
tinguished by the locality in which they live. 

The generosity of the Harmonists is pro- 
verbial. They are kindness itself to the poor 
people about them: Many orphan children 

ave been reared, educated, and started in 
life by them, and no unfortunate is ever 
turned from Economy unfed. ere is a 
spare room at the hotel, which, with the store, 
postoffice, town hall, and church, stands in 
the center of the town, esvecially reserved for 
tranips, who are kindly cared for over night, 


nished them with money with which to pay 
their passage to the United States, at the same 
time sending to Quakers in Philadelphia sev- 
eral thousand dollars with which to assist the 
needy immigrants after their arrival. 

The Separatists landed in Philadelphia in 
August, 1817, the party, men, women, and 
children, numbering some 200. Aided by their 
Quaker friends they at once purchased on 
fifteen years’ time some 5,600 acres in Tus- 
carawas County, Ohio, and there amid the 
cold and snow of an unusually severe winter 
Baumeler and a few of his followers laid the 
foundations of the Townof Zoar, the other 
members of the party following them there in 
the spring. At the outset community of goods 
was not thought of, but it soon became 
clear that only by associated effort could suc- 
cess be achieved. All of them were almost 
destituté of money, furniture, tools, cattle, 
and horses, while the poorly constructed. huts 


gather at the house of Christopher Metz, a 
carpenter at Strasburg in Germany. Con- 
verts to the mystical teachings of Boeh- 
men and Kock—writers whose books are 
still to be found in the hous@hold of 
many German ,peasante—they called them- 
selves Inspirationists and professed 
to hold direct and personal communication 
with God, who they avowed made chosen ones 
among their number his instruments, when 
he desired to speak to his children. Among 
those who made up the little assemblies at the 
house of the Strasburg carpenter were Michael 
Krauser, a tailor; Philip Marsbel, a weaver; 
and Barbara Hyneman, a servant girl. As 
time past, Metz became, as he relates ina 
book in which he recounts his wanderings, an 
“inspired instrument and began to travel 
about from place to place in Switzerland and 
Germany delivering to those who 
were attracted to the new sect the 
messages of the godhead. Finally in 
order that they might worship in common 
Metz in 1839 gathered a portion of his follow- 
ers together in the village of Armenburg. 
But by refusing to send their children to the 
public schools, which were then controlled by 
the vlergy of the established church, or take

One other form of tropic tree-life seems

It is the odd denizen of the Old 
World’s tropical islands known as the screw- 
pine, from the spiral twist in which 
its long sword-like leaves are rarked, 
an arrangement clearly shown in the 
photograph of the principal species, Pandamus 
utilis.

“ Old Hickory.” 


The sobriquet . Old Hickory was con- 
ferred upon Andrew Jackson by the soldiers 
under his command in 1813.

First of all, the re- 
mark was made by some soldier who was 
struck by his commander’s pedestrian powers 
that the General was “tough.” Next 
it was observed that he was as tough as hick- 
ory. Then the was called Hickory. Last- 
ly the affectionate adjective “old” was 
prefixed, and the General thenceforth rejoiced 
in the complete nickname, usually the first- 
won honor of a great commander. The Gen- 
eral, however, is said to have told the follow- 
ing story of the origm of the epithet to one 
of his messmates: During the Creek war, 
when he was suffering from a bad cold, his 
officers improvised a tent, for him, cov- 
ered with flakes of hickory bark, un- 
der which he slept comfortably. Next 
morning an intoxicated hanger-on of 
the camp came across the tent. and, not-know- 
ing who was in it, gave it a kick that tumbled 
the structure over. As the angry old hero 
struggled out of the ruins, the toper cried out, 
Hello! Old Hickory! come out of your bark 
and join us in a drink.“ The General could 
not help joining in the laughter at the inci- 
dent. Ashe rose and shook the bark from 
him he looked so tough and stern that the 
spectators gave him a hearty “‘ Hurrah for 
Old Hickory!“ and the name clung to him 


ever after.

house to house, and with hurried handshake 
and greeting, and equally hurried farewell, 
stopping only to gulp Gown wines or liquors 
without sitting down, until the last portion 
of. their circuit, they staggered from 
house to house almost unconscious. In 
New York, it became a bore, and when finally 
one rich and reckless fellow took to maki 
his New Year’s calis in a heg which he h 
hired for the occasion, society took alarm 
and the custom was dropped. It is needless 
to add that many a man took his ride after a 
hearse, years before he otherwise would, ex- 
cept for these New Year’s calls. Tragedies 
that wring the heart are associated with the 
senseless custom of New Year’s drinking— 
men going to the devil, families wrecked, and 
women made insane. 

Nowadays it is fashionable in New York, 
Philadelphia, and other large cities for a host - 
ess who intends to entertain to make up a 
company and go to the country, either to the 
hostess’ country place or one secured for the 
purpose; and there spend a week in plays, 
sleighing, skating, games, theatricals, hunting, 
and attending the evening entertainments any- 
where at the school-houses and churches 
about. These frolics are diversified with all 
the old-fashioned amusements they can hear 
of, from “barn dances” in the evenings to 
“straw rides in the day times. Necromancy, 
magic, ghost parties, and fortune telling,

In Northern 
Germany this is the great, festive. occasion of 
the year. Every house; eve every 
drinking place, has a huge ‘Sylvester ’’ bowl 
of steaming 2 and as people are going 
about from door to door and/maeking calls 
and rejoicing, these bowls have to be re- 
plenished again and agains for everybody 
must drink to everybody's health for the 
coming year. Masqueradeé, private and pub- 
lic balls, and festive gathérings are the order 
of the night. On Now Year's day he hes 
are common, for the puhch proves too potent.

Finally three-quarters struck, the windows 
were opened, and every ene waited anxiously 
for the clock to strike, At the first sound 
such a cry arose as one may imagine when 
30,000 or 40,000 persons all set their lungs go- 
ing at onde. Everybody in house, in the 
street, over the whole city shouted Prosst 
Neu Jahr!’ Ia families all the members em- 
brace each other, with wishes of happiness 
for the New Lear. Then the windows are 
thrown open and they cry to their neighbors 
or those passing by. 

„The streets were full of people, shouting 
to one another and to those standing at the 
open windows. We failed not to cry ‘ Prosst 
Neu Jahr!’ whenever we saw a damsel at the 
window, and the words came back to us more 
musically than we sent them, Along thé Zeil 
the spectacle was most singular, The great, 
wide street was tilled with companies of men 
marching up and down, while from the mass 
rang up one deafenmg, unending shout that 
seemed to pierce the black sky above. The 
whole scene looked stranger and wilder from 
the flickering light of the swinging lamps, and 
I could not help thinking it must resemble a 
night in Paris during the French revolution. 
For some time after we returned home com- 
panies passed by singing with us tis ever so!’ 
but at 3 o’clock all was again silent.“ 

The Rrssians at their New Year’s hold a 
feast called The Feast of the Dead, or in the 
Russian language, Raditzli Sabol.” The peo- 
ple, in accordance with old, traditionary cus- 
toms that date back probably to the time when 
they were wandering tribes in Central Asia, 
visit the graves of their devarted friends and 
place food upon them. The priests attend 
also and celebrate the mass, taking portions 
of the food left upon the graves, The Turks 
and Arabs begin the year from the 16th of 
July, the Abyssinians the 26th of August, and 
the Indians of America with the vernal 
equinox.

These 
gifts are usually quarter loaves of. bread or 
large cheese cakes, and for days before the 
cooks are busy getting ready for this foray on 


their lardera. On coming to the door the

When living in, Illinois thirty years ago, it 
was a common custom on New Year’s nigh 
to have a sleigh load of people drive up, an 
call out: If anyone in this house has any ob- 
jections to our shooting, let them say so, end- 
ing with an Indian war whoop. If no remon- 
strance was made, bang, bang, bang! would 
go the guns, when the sieigh load would be in- 
vited in, and treated to cake, pie, coffee, cider, 
and liquors, and thus they would go the rounds. 

In Rome, the last day of the year, there are 
religious services at all the churches, with 
high mass by the Pope at St. Peter's, sur- 
rounded by his cardinals, clergy, aud the 
wholé court. It is an imposing occasion, and 
at midnight all the bells toil as the year ends. 

The Persians, who celebrate their New Year 
the 2lst of March, suddenly awake as if in- 
spired with new life, roam about—at least 
the men do—and fall om each other’s necks, 
caress each other, and vow eternal brotherly 
love. They take especial pains to bathe that 
day, and truth to tell, except in the hot days 
of summer, it is about the only day when 
mauy of them do bathe; This is especially 
the case with the Persien Jaborers and ped- 
dlers, who are not prone to indulge in the 
luxury of water, applied externally, at other 
times. The transformation is great, both in 
color and quality. His hands and feet have 
become the color of darkest Africa, and when 
he has his hair cut, and in case the sun is hot 
is shaven close, the result is truly wonderful. 
Sq fitting on the ground, in front of the bar- 
ber, and holding on to his toes to maintain his 
balance on his Tels, he gives himself up to 
the abandon of ion, and rejoices in 
the startling effect that his process of cleaning 
up will have on his friends. It is no wonder 
that the Persian barbers get rich, after a few 
New Year’s days, and want to retire on their 
laurels. Everyone who goes to Persia should 
go on New Year’s day. 

In Mexico, which is one of the out-of-door 
countries, New Year’s, which falls on Feb. 
23, is kept as a festa, with many of the char- 
acteristics of May Day in England, Poles are 
erected with coiored ribbons attached to them, 
and young women handsomely attired and 
with bright faces, flashing eyes languidly

The Japanese have a curious custom called 
oni harai, or devil expulsion, which they play 
after nightfall on the last day of the year. 
The head of the family takes a bow! of roasted 
beans and goes into every room in the house, 
and scattering them about the rooms and into 
every closet and corner, eries out: Faku 
wa achi, oni wa soto — Happiness within, 
tae devil without.”” No one is supposed to go 
to sleep that night, lest the devil gets in again. 
If by accidegt one should go to sleep he must 
be waked by 4 o’clock of New Year’s day, 
since that is the day for three beginumgs 
of a day, of a month, and of a year—and it 
would be bad luck to commence the yoar by a 
blunder in lying abed. 

At the New Year season a Japanese city or 
town blossoms out with decorations. Straw 
ropes decorated with wisps of straw and 
streamers of white paper, seaweeds of various 
colors, lemons or oranges, red lobstef shells, 
dried persimmons, charcoal, and Aried sar- 
dines are stretched from the doorWay of the 
house to the pine trees, or acroas the doorway, 
or from tree to tree. Ali the articles are em- 
blematic, and it is a series of emblems easily 
interpreted by those who know how; much 
after our mode of the language of flowers. 
For instance, the charcoal is imperishable, 
„may you live forever; the sardines, which 
swim in shoals, may you havea large fam- 
ily’; dried 89839 “may you — 
sweet to old age; the orange, may you see 
generation after generation ”’ ; the red lobster, 
whose bent form suggests age, may you be 
preserved to old age. A lot of the others, 
evergreens, seaweed, pine, bambgo, ferns, 
ete., may you be constant to your friends, 
and they be constant to b. 

The New Year’s breakfast is a peculiar meal 
in Japan, and includes the tea ana toso for 
drink, and for food the mochi, potatoes, fish, 
turnips, greens, soup, each served separately 
or all mingled in a fragrant olla podrida, 
called zori. Salt tunny fish, known as luri, is 
a favorite dish among the better classes. On 
that festal day the bowls and plates, made of 
wood and lacquered with red and gold inside 
and black outside, are brought forward, bear- 
ing the family crest in gold, while the ordi- 
nary crockeryware is put aside on this festive 
day. The bowls of the childreu are decorated 
with golden cranes on the covers, flying 
among the golden reeds, and golden turtles 
swimming amid the waves,

Tertullian, Augustine, Chrysostom pro- 
tested emphatically against these celebrations, 
and several local synods and the General 
Council of 692 expressed themselves against 
the so-called Calends, and Veta, and Bruma-

spend the day in meditation, reading of script- 
ure, and charities. 

It was not until the fifth century that Christ- 
mas had become established as the festival of 
the 25th of December, and the Ist of January 
assumed an especial sac character as its 
octave and of the circumcision.

Fier refinement, rare accomplishments, born 

of culture and extensive European travel, her 

admirable tact and gracefulnees. were often 
commented on. : 

The New Year's reception by President and 
Mrs. Lincoln in 1865 was one the most 
noted ever held there, the attendance mount- 
ing to thousands, and forming a galaxy of 
civil, social, and political celebrities seldom 
gathered in any country. It was the last 
great expression of confidence in him before 
the builet of Booth made him the martyr 
President; but under it all there was a haunt- 
ing fear 1 * he should not be inaugurated for 
a second . 

The first reception held by President John- 
son was Jan. 1, 1866, when, assisted by his two 
daughters, Mrs. Patterson and Mrs, Stover, 
they welcomed the crowds that eame. Under 
Lincoln the White House had been a camp, a 
great military office, and it was a struggle to 
make it look suitable for a reception, but

tuous path imaginable. Ihe labyrinth, even 
in its simplest forms, has always been popu- 
lar among the great percentage of the public 
who love the mysterious and take pride in 
solving difficult problems, and the Mystic 
Labyrinth isthe last evolution of that prob- 
lem a scientific arrangement of mirrors and 
plain glass doing what was impossible in an- 
cient times. 

The labyrinth, in its different forms, is an 
ancient form of puzzle. The word is derived 
from the Greek and signifies the passages of a 
mine. The legendary labyrinth is one of the 
clearest examples of the close relation between 
mythology and the early stages of the in- 
dustrial arts. In ancient times the mines of 
G Thraee, and neighboring islands were 
worked by the Phenician traders. As the 
simple-minded natives knew nothing of min- 
ing nor of the value of metals taken from 
the ground they regarded the underground op- 
erations of the more enlightened Phoenicians 
with great wonder and awe. To the natural 
fear of darkness was added the invariable 
tendency of the uneducated to regard as super- 
natural the power conferred by -superior 
knowledge.. Moreover, the god of the riches 
of the lower world was also the god of death 
and the dead. When the natives of Greece 
were prevailed upon to visit the underground 
passages of these mines their fear afterward 
expressed itself in tales of the extraordinary 
ramifications of the dark and winding caverns 
and of thé danger to which any less in- 
truder into them was exposed. 

They named these half-imaginary mazes 
labyrinths. The word became a proper name 
and gained a life and meaning of its own in 
legend quite unconnected with its original 
application. The best known instance of its 
mythic character is found in the legends of 
Crete. It was interwoven with tales, partly 
founded on historical events and mde os de- 
rived from ancient religion, which clustered 
around the name of Minos, The skillful 
workman, Dedalus, who sums up all the 
legendary conceptions of skill in handicraft, 
made for King Minos a labyrinth, in the 
center of which the Minotaur was placed. No 
one who entered this labyrinth could find his 
way out again; he became the prey of the 
monster. The seven youths and seven 
maidens sent regularly by the Athenians as 
tribute were thus devoured, until Theseus 
slew the Minotaur, and escaped out of the 
labyrinth by the help of the clew which 
Ariadne had given him. 

When the name had once acquired this 
nn it was applied to several real build- 
ings. The Egyptian labyrinth, beside the 
Town of Arsinoe, was in two stories, one of 
them underground, and contained 3,000 rooms. 
Herodotus and Divdorus say that it was the 
burial place of the twelve Kings who ruled 


Egypt about 700 B. C. The Samian labyrinth 
was built by Theodorus, one of the Samian 
school of sculptors, for the tyrant Polycrates. 
It had 150 columns, and Pliuy says that some 
scanty traces of it existed in his time. The 
Italian labyrinth was a series of chambers in 
the lower part of the grave of Porsenna at 
Clusium. Some maintain that this tomb has 
been found in a mound near Chiusi. 

Many of the fine old country places in 
England, on the continent, and also in some 
of our own Southern States contain labyrinths 
entirely above ground and out of doors which 
are not less difficult to penetrate than prob- 
ably some of those in ancient history. They 
are a feature of the old style of lanascape 
gardening, and consist of an intricate net- 
work of pathways itclosed by hedges, eo that 
those who enter become bewildered in \their 
efforts to find the center or make their exit. 
It is a remnant of the old geontetrival style of 


ingress.
